The Winter Solstice

Long before Christmas, even before Chanukah, the Winter 
Solstice was celebrated. In those ancient pagan times the God¬ 
dess was worshiped as the source of life, the Creatrix of the 
universe and the Queen of Heaven. She was the life and form 
of all substance and, therefore, life in all its forms was sacred. 

The seasons of the year were regarded as her expression 
and were highlighted with the four major holy days and four 
lesser holy days. Our word ‘holiday’ originates from these cel¬ 
ebrations. Spring and fall equinox were the days that daylight 
and darkness were of equal duration. Summer solstice was the 
longest day and shortest night of the year. On December 21st 
— winter solstice — the night, which had been growing longer 
throughout the fall and winter, reached its maximum length. 

The birthday of Lucina, goddess of the sun, was celebrated 
then. She was honored through the lighting of fires — a form 
of sympathetic magic to encourage the sun to stay longer. In 
this way the beginning of a new year was assured. 

The tradition of lighting candles at Christmas was a carry¬ 
over from this practice. Babies born at solstice were considered 
sacred, holy, and special, the fruit of the previous spring fer¬ 
tility season. Later Christianity appropriated this season to 
commemorate the birth of just one holy child. Even the ever¬ 
green tree that is brought into homes today was a tradition of 
this ancient season, a symbol of eternal life: The Tree of Life. 

The celebration of Winter Solstice was not of one day’s du¬ 
ration. It was a season of merry-making, entertainment, and rit¬ 
ual. It was an expression of life in the community in the dead 
of winter. Our New Year’s Eve partying is another example 
of how we continue to live out the ancient ways. 

The Goddess religion respected and honored life in all its 
forms. Homosexuality was seen as a special gift, freeing wom¬ 
en and men from the burdens of a household so they could de¬ 
vote their lives to worship. The concept of ‘original sin’ of 
some other religions was an attempt to separate us from the 
sacred expressions of Divine Life that we are. 

We are all holy children, daughters and sons of Divine cos¬ 
mic energy. We are made of the same essence as the stars, as 
unique and perfect as snowflakes, all individual expressions of 
Divine Life. Honoring the sacredness of all life honors our own 
lives; respecting the uniqueness of each one of us creates an en¬ 
vironment of mutual respect. As we do this, the duality of pa¬ 
triarchal religion — heaven vs. earth, spirit vs. matter—can give 
way to respect for life in all its forms. Through this we become 
co-creators of a new order of peace and plenty, joy and love, 
where we are all accepted as the unique and wonder-filled ex¬ 
pressions of Divine Life that we are. 

During this season we can reclaim its magic by releasing 
the pain and shame of the past. We can prepare for the 
awareness of the Holy Child within us — pure and innocent — 
a creative, perfect expression of Spirit. ▼

Buttino, FBI Settle Suit; 
Tillson Gets Agency Job

On Friday, December 10, 
one week after U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno issued an 
historic Department of Justice 
policy statement that bans job 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation, the FBI 
settled a lawsuit filed by for¬ 
mer agent Frank Buttino, 
who charged he was fired in 
1990 because he is gay. 

In the negotiated settle¬ 
ment of Buttino’s class action 
lawsuit against the agency, 
the FBI will no longer dis¬ 
criminate against lesbian and 
gay workers or job applicants 
and will hire a 32-year-old 
open lesbian as a special 
agent. 

The settlement must be 
approved by U.S. District 
Court Judge Saundra Arm¬ 
strong, who presided over the 
case. If Armstrong consents, 



Dana Tillson, San Francisco- 
based lesbian private eye, 
and the FBI's next agent. 

Buttino, 48, will receive an 
undisclosed lump sum pay¬ 
ment of a portion of his $50,000 
a year back salary, and the FBI 
will issue a statement praising 
his 20-year career as a counter- 
espionage and organized 
crime expert. 

Buttino, who originally 
sued for reinstatement, would 
have been eligible for retire¬ 


ment from the agency in 
1995. 

Buttino is “very happy” 
with the settlement, said his 
attorney, Richard Gayer of 
San Francisco. 

“We won. The FBI will 
change its policy and is going 
to hire gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple. It’s a landmark settle¬ 
ment,” Gayer said. 

According to Gayer, the 
government had a clear indi¬ 
cation from the questions 
Armstrong asked witnesses 
that they were “going to lose 
the case.” 

Joe Krovisky, a spokesman 
for the Justice Department, 
declined to discuss the case 
with the Bay Area Reporter. 

During the trial, the FBI 
claimed that Buttino was 
fired not because of his sexu¬ 
al orientation but because he 
“lacked candor” and “was un-

Happy Holidays from Judge Bayless in Denver: 

Amendment 2 is Overturned

DENVER - A U.S. Dis¬ 
trict judge ruled on Tuesday, 
December 14, that Colorado’s 
anti-gay Amendment 2 is un¬ 
constitutional. Judge Jeffrey 
Bay less permanently barred 
its enforcement. Existing pro¬ 
tections in Denver, Aspen, 
and Boulder remain in effect. 

The statute, which Col¬ 
orado voters passed Novem¬ 
ber 3, 1992, by 54 percent, 
would have made all existing 


anti-discrimination ordin¬ 
ances, law, regulations, and, 
policies in Colorado unenfor- 
cable and would have forbid¬ 
den any entity from enacting 
future laws. In short, it would 
have prohibited “any branch or 
level” of government, in¬ 
cluding the judiciary, from en¬ 
forcing “a claim of discrim¬ 
ination” on the basis of 
homosexual, lesbian, or bisex¬ 
ual orientation. 

Much of the Judge’s deci¬ 
sion was based on the Col¬ 


orado Supreme Court’s deci¬ 
sion last July, ruling that 
equal participation in the po¬ 
litical process is a fundamen¬ 
tal right of citizenship. The 
right applies to all citizens 
who have been denied full 
participation, not simply 
those who are members of 
traditionally protected or 
“suspect classes such as racial 
or ethnic minorities.” Amend¬ 
ment 2 “fences out” a class, in 
this case gays. 

The Colorado high court

told the state that the burden 
at trial was to show at least 
one compelling state interest. 
Although the state presented 
six alleged interests, Bayless 
ruled the defendants failed to 
demonstrate any compelling 
reasons to support the amend¬ 
ment’s enactment. 

"Special rights?" 

The term “special rights,” 
introduced during the cam¬ 
paign by anti-gay forces, has

'Tis the Season of Clinical Trials

Several HIV clinical trials 
are underway in San Francis¬ 
co, including the study of a 
new anti-viral drug and a 
study using Chinese herbs for 
the treatment of chronic diar¬ 
rhea. 

The Davies Institute for 
HIV Treatment and Research 
seeks subjects for two sepa¬ 
rate HIV drug studies. The 
first study involves a new 
anti-viral drug, Atevirdine (U- 
87), which will be tested in 
combination with AZT. 

The second Davies study 
involves Pro-leukin, an im¬ 
mune system modulator. 

Both trials are now recruit¬ 
ing participants. 

Atevirdine (U-87) study 

The Atevirdine study is a 
placebo study: participants 
will be divided into random 
groups and will receive one of 
two available doses of the 
drug or a placebo three times 
a day while they continue on 
AZT. 

The study is seeking 150 
participants who have a t- 
helper cells count between 50 
and 350, have been on AZT 
for at least three months, do 
not have current acute medi¬ 
cal problems, and have not 
used other retrovirals (ddl, 


ddC, d4t or 3TC) in the last 
three months. 

The Atevirdine study will 
last 54 weeks, with lab visits 
once every four weeks follow¬ 
ing enrollment. Free lab 
work, clinic evaluations and 
drugs, including AZT, will be 
provided during the duration 
of the study. 

Pro-leukin study 

In the second Davies 
study, all participants will re¬ 
ceive Pro-leukin, a genetically 
engineered version of Inter¬ 
leukin 2, and will learn how 
to self-administer the drug by 
subcutaneous injection during 
the 15-month study. 

Entry criteria for partici¬ 
pants include a t-helper cell 
count between 200-500, and 
all subjects must have been 
on an approved retrovirals for 
at least two months before en¬ 
rollment, with no current use 
of experimental anti-retrovi- 
rals such as d4T, 3TC, etc. 
Volunteers must not have had 
any previous AIDS-defining 
illness — although mucocuta¬ 
neous Kaposi’s sarcoma is al¬ 
lowed — or interleukin 2 ther¬ 
apy. 

Participants will continue 
to receive Pro-leukin at the 
end of the trial if they wish. 
Free lab work and check-ups 
are also included in the study. 


Chinese herb study 

Participants are also 
sought for a study of the effi¬ 
cacy of Chinese herbs in the 
treatment of chronic diarrhea 
in people with HIV. 

The five-week study is 
sponsored by the American 
College for Traditional Chi¬ 
nese Medicine, and is open to 
HIV-positive San Francisco 
residents who have had 
chronic diarrhea, frequent 
bowel movements, or loose 
stools over the past 30 days. 

Participants will not re¬ 
ceive acupuncture and are re¬ 
quired to keep a diary of their 
diet and bowel movements 
during the course of the 
study. 

A $20 monthly fee will be 
charged for the standardized 
herbal preparation in the 
study if participants can af¬ 
ford it.

More than $35,000 was 
raised in donations at last Oc¬ 
tober’s annual Halloween In 
the Castro street event, an 
evening of entertainment and 
spectacle that was attended 
by several hundred thousand 
revellers. 

Three quarters of the pro¬ 
ceeds will go to support the 
work of Community United 
Against Violence, The San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus, 
and The Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, Inc., which pro¬ 
duces the yearly event, ac¬ 
cording to Gordon Elkins of 
SPI. 

The remainder of the 
funds are available as grants 
to Bay Area AIDS groups 


that provide direct services or 
AIDS education to minority 
and high risk groups. 

Proposals for the grants 
must be submitted by Decem¬ 
ber 31. 

Rules for application 

Each application must in¬ 
clude the amount requested, 
an outline of how they are to 
be spent, and the percentage 
of the group’s total budget 
that the funds represent, 
Elkins said. 

Last year, SPI received 
more than 20 applications for 
funding. The 11 grants award¬ 
ed averaged between $500 
and $1000. 

“A committee of represen¬ 
tatives from Community 
United Against Violence, The 


San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus, The Lesbian and Gay 
Chorus of San Francisco, and 
The Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence will meet in early 
January to select the grants 
recipients,” Elkins said. 

The Lesbian and Gay Cho¬ 
rus will participate in the re¬ 
view process this year be¬ 
cause The San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus gave half of its 
annual one-quarter share in 
the profits to the group.

Our Hero: 

Assessor Ward Helps Create 
League of Cities' Gay Caucus

The National League of 
Cities now has a bona fide 
lesbian and gay caucus, 
thanks to the efforts of one of 
its board members, San Fran¬ 
cisco Assessor Doris Ward. 

The issue had been 
brought to the group’s board 
of directors last July, at which 
time there was some contro¬ 
versy about it, Ward told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

NLC, which is comprised 
of members of local govern¬ 
ments from around the coun¬ 
try, had already established a 
women’s caucus, and African- 
American, Hispanic, and 
Asian-American caucuses, 
when the lesbian and gay cau¬ 
cus was proposed, Ward said. 
It was not universally sup¬ 
ported. 

“They put up all kinds of 
resistance, there were sugges¬ 
tions for further study and to 
develop criteria for the cau¬ 
cus. But, I just told them that 
if the board of directors did 
not recognize the lesbian and 
gay caucus, San Francisco 
would withdraw its member¬ 
ship in the National League

of Cities,” Ward told the 
B.A.R. “I named some other 
cities that would withdraw, 
too.” 

Ward, a heterosexual, said 
that unless the same criteria 
that was used for the rest of 
the NLC caucuses was used 
for the lesbian and gay cau¬ 
cus, San Francisco would be 
joined in its withdrawal by 
West Hollywood, Santa Mon¬ 


ica, and Sunnyvale, Califor¬ 
nia; Minneapolis, Minnesota; 
and Denver, Colorado, among 
others. 

The issue of the caucuses 
faded after the board meet¬ 
ing, until it was raised again 
at the NLC’s annual member¬ 
ship conference meeting last 
week, Ward said. 

“There were people there 
from all over the United 
States, ranging from liberal to 
conservative,” Ward told the 
B.A.R. And when the subject 
was reintroduced, garnering 
objections from conservatives, 
she was ready. 

“The issue came up again,” 
she recalled, “and the conser¬ 
vatives started talking like 
last July, about developing 
some criteria for the caucus. I 
said that was just bullshit. It 
was already done. We had 
grandfathered the caucus in 
and the issue never came to a 
formal vote.” 

Almost as amazing as the 
eventual lack of meaningful 
resistance was the lack of me¬ 
dia hoopla about Ward’s ac¬ 
complishment. “It was just so 
natural that I forgot to tell 
anyone,” she laughed. T 


New S.F. Ambulance Policy 
Respects Right to Die at Home

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
San Francisco Health Com¬ 
mission voted late Tuesday, 
December 7, to adopt a new 
policy allowing ambulance 
personnel to not resuscitate 
unconscious victims who have 
notified the city they do not 
want to be revived. 

The new policy, which 
supplants regulations requir¬ 
ing emergency personnel to 
take often-drastic measures to 


revive victims of cardiac ar¬ 
rest, is intended primarily to 
aid terminally ill patients who 
want to die at home. 

People who want to refuse 
such treatment will have to 
sign a document beforehand. 

“The public should know 
that they should have these 
discussions with their prima¬ 
ry physician, who will get 
these documents from the 
San Francisco Medical Soci¬ 
ety,” said Richard Brody, the 
chairman of San Francisco 


General Hospital. 

Hospital patients already 
are able to sign such docu¬ 
ments, he said. 

Brody said the commission 
adopted the new policy, 
which has been under study 
for the past year, by a 6-0 
vote. 

Similar policies have been 
instituted by two-thirds of the 
counties in the state, accord¬ 
ing to Angelina Mendoza of 
the California Emergency 
Medical Services Authority. ▼ 


AEF Elects New Board: 
Tomaszewski Becomes Prez

The AIDS Emergency 
Fund elected new officers 
and installed a new board of 
directors on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 14. The new president is 
Art Tomaszewski (pro¬ 
nounced ThomasCHEVsky), a 
well-known figure in the 
leather community. He will 
succeed Rick Salinas, who is 
retiring from that post after 
three and a half years. 

Paul Causey, host of the 
cable television program 
Helping Hands, is the new 
vice president. Dennis Wade 
continues as secretary. 

Tomaszewski’s election 
maintains the strong connec¬ 
tion between the South of 
Market community and AEF, 
which has existed since the 
fund was first created. Tom¬ 
aszewski is the creator of the 
annual Leatherwalk fundrais¬ 
ing event for AEF, in which 
money is pledged to members

of the leather community 
who walk from the Headquar¬ 
ters bar in the Castro to the 
San Francisco Eagle on Har¬ 
rison and 12th streets. “He’s 
terrific,” Salinas told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I know he’ll 
do a great job.” 


After stepping down as 
president, Salinas says he will 
still continue with the fund, 
where he has been involved 
for over nine years and has 
been a board member since 
1988. 

The AIDS Emergency 
Fund contributes direct finan¬ 
cial assistance to people with 
AIDS and disabling HIV. Ap¬ 
proximately 95 percent of the 
money raised goes directly 
back to San Francisco PWAs. 
Earlier this year, it collected 
its 500 millionth penny in its 
ongoing Penny Project — 
mostly from change contribut¬ 
ed by gay and lesbian bar pa¬ 
trons.

INS Rounds Up 
'SexOffenders'in S.F.

SAN FRANCISCO - Fed¬ 
eral immigration officials re¬ 
vealed Monday, December 13, 
that a program aimed at rid¬ 
ding Northern California of il¬ 
legal immigrants who are ha¬ 
bitual criminals has resulted 
in the arrest of 40 convicted 
sex offenders. 

Joseph Brandon, head of 
investigations at San Francis¬ 
co’s Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization Service office, said the 
focus on sex offenders may 
be expanded over time to all 
crimes. 

“It (focusing on sex crimes] 
was a matter of economics,” 
Brandon said. “We couldn’t 
afford to cover all crimes so 
we targeted what we felt was 
the most dangerous threat to 
the public.” The specific na¬ 
ture of the sex crimes com¬ 


mitted by the immigrants has 
not been made public. 

The program went into ef¬ 
fect in September and literal¬ 
ly has involved immigrants 
from all around the world. 
Thirty felons from Mexico 
have been taken into custody, 
with others coming from 
Greece, Vietnam, the Philip¬ 
pines, Lebanon, and El Sal¬ 
vador. 

Brandon said the immi¬ 
grants have either been de¬ 
ported or were in the process 
of being deported. 

The illegal aliens were 
brought to the INS’s attention 
after being convicted in 
courts in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. Brandon said that 
thanks to a new state law, lo¬ 
cal authorities are now in¬ 
structed to contact the INS 
whenever an illegal alien is in 
involved in a crime. ▼

Members of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors 
thanked Apple Computer last 
week and scolded the power¬ 
ful California Judges Associa¬ 
tion this week over their gay 
rights stances, at the behest of 
lesbian Supervisors Carole 
Migden and Susan Leal. 

In a letter to Michael 
Spindler, Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer of Apple U.S.A., mem¬ 
bers of the Board saluted 
Spindler for his leadership af¬ 
ter Williamson County, Texas 
officials voted not to approve 
a plan to give the firm tax 
breaks that would allow it to 
build a 700-employee comput¬ 
er manufacturing site in the 
area. 

Officials initially nixed the 
plan because Apple gives 
health care benefits to domes¬ 
tic partners of lesbian and gay 
employees. 

The anti-gay county com¬ 
missioners later reversed 
their decision. 

“In the face of the bigotry 
and pressure so rampant in 
Williamson County, many 
other companies eager to ex¬ 
pand their operations might 
have decided it best to aban¬ 
don the issue of civil rights 
for domestic partners,” said 


the letter, authored by Super¬ 
visor Carole Migden. 

“On behalf of the lesbians 
and gay men in San Francis¬ 
co, for that matter, the many 
heterosexual domestic part¬ 
ners our of City, we want to 
express our enormous appre¬ 
ciation for your outspoken 
support of this issue. Your 
leadership has not gone unno¬ 
ticed,” Migden said. 

The letter was signed by 
Migden and Leal, as well as 
Supervisors Barbara Kauf¬ 
man, Tom Hsieh, Bill Maher, 
Sue Bierman, Terence Halli- 
nan, Willie Kennedy and An¬ 
gela Alioto. 


Judging the judges 

In a December 13 letter to 
the California Judges Associa¬ 
tion, authored by Supervisor 
Susan Leal, members of the 
Board blasted CJA for its re¬ 
cent decision not to prohibit 
judges from belonging to any 
group that discriminates 
against gays.

In Support of Elders 

It was awfully refreshing 
to hear Dr. Joycelyn Elders, 
the U.S. Surgeon General, 
speaking candidly last week 
about the failure of this 
country’s “war on drugs,” 
and frankly addressing the 
possibility of decriminaliza¬ 
tion. Thereafter, it was just 
awful hearing the inevitable 
response from the White 
House and elsewhere, that 
Elders was somehow en¬ 
dorsing criminal behavior, 
blah, blah, blah, blah. 

Less than a week later, 
that same White House re¬ 
versed itself without mean¬ 
ing to, when President Clin¬ 
ton commended the men 
who disarmed that maniac on the New York commuter train. 
Obviously trying to state a larger theme at the time, Clinton 
hammered home the point that those heroes felt compelled to 
act, since not acting was the greater danger. His point is well- 
taken — and is no less true when the person acting is Elders, 
an African-American woman, instead of white males. 

We mention this because the way most politicians deal with 
drugs seems to be part of the larger issue of America’s unwill¬ 
ingness to face any of its problems realistically. Back when 
Governor Wilson was ignoring the statewide needle exchange 
bill, before he went ahead and killed it, one advocate of the 
program pointed out to the media that needles don’t cause 
drug addiction any more than martini glasses cause alco¬ 
holism. And yet needles are demonized. In the case of AIDS 
— another subject where irrational ideas are frequently accept¬ 
ed as logical by the same people who support the country’s 
current drug policy — it has been noted that condoms don’t en¬ 
courage sex any more than air bags encourage head-on col¬ 
lisions. And yet people demonize condoms. 

Well, not people, exactly. Politicians do, and as everyone 
knows, they are rarely like real people. They have their agen¬ 
das and their committments, making it difficult for most of 
them to act as anyone else with any sense might, and in the 
case of drugs, they profit in dozens of ways from the status 
quo. Most importantly, they are obviously not making any 
headway against the misery that has risen along with the rise 
of the “drug war.” Can we afford to not stop it? 

We are acutely familiar with the damage that drugs have 
visited upon this country in the past two decades, but we also 
suspect that much of what is blamed on the drugs themselves 
may have been caused by misguided efforts to eradicate them. 
(Put another way: was it communism or the attempt to squash 
it that destroyed Vietnam?) If drugs were sold as alcohol is 
now, street dealers would be no more of a problem than rum 
runners have been since the 1930s. But maintaining the current 
system — with its high profit margins and lack of regulations, 
supervision, and licensing — absolutely guarantees there will 
always be a street dealer, either in your neighborhood or right 
around the corner. Probably with a gun. Prohibition has failed: 
it’s time to face that and take a fresh approach before America 
is reduced to ashes in its own futile civil war. 

Then, when some sense has returned, perhaps we can begin 
to tax the drug trade — which, it is said, is second only to arms 
sales as an industry — and thereby provide enough funds for 
a comprehensive American healthcare plan, not to mention 
drug therapy programs, which are in very short supply now 
even for those who really want the help. The savings we 
would realize if our leaders simply stopped their present ex¬ 
pensive and worthless anti-drug efforts could pay for schools. 
And maybe if we had enough of those — good ones — we could 
keep our kids in classrooms and they wouldn’t spend as much 
time in crack houses. It’s a thought. 

There is so much for us to spend money on, and so little to 
spend. Faced with that choice, we don’t think interdiction, 
mandatory prison terms, and the like can measure up against 
shelter, food, clothing, education, infrastructure repair, product 
research, hospitals, libraries, day care, and job training. 

We support Elders unequivocally, as the most original 
thinker and the most courageous voice in the Clinton admin¬ 
istration. Now we can’t wait to see what she intends to do 
about AIDS. ▼ 
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It's Education Time

In an era when we should be dimming 
lights, and flying flags half mast worldwide, 
to make the world aware of the hideous 
AIDS epidemic we are faced with, I for one 
find it incredulous to learn of parents such as 
Marsha Glantz and the President of the San 
Francisco PTA, Helen Luey, questioning San 
Francisco’s Public Schools for honoring and 
recognizing World 
AIDS Day in its 
schools. The fact re¬ 
mains not enough has 
been done in our 
schools — as well as 
with the general pub¬ 
lic, judging from these 
typical homophobic re¬ 
sponses — to properly 
educate the world on 
the current AIDS dis¬ 
aster. 

As a fifth grade 
teacher in the San 
Francisco Public 
School System, I not only informed my stu¬ 
dents’ parents (well in advance) that their chil¬ 
dren would receive AIDS related instruction 
on December 1, but also at various other oc¬ 
casions throughout the school year. I did not 
receive one negative comment from parents. 
Our class day began with a phone call to 
Dione Jones, R.N., Head Nurse, Ward 5A, at 
San Francisco General Hospital. We wanted 
actual first names of current AIDS patients so 
the students could write letters to them. 
While students wrote their letters, we 
watched the video Common Threads, a 1989 
documentary on the world famous AIDS 
quilt. This was followed by a showing of a 


short segment recently aired on KTVU, show¬ 
ing how one local San Francisco Church, 
Metropolitan Community Church, is coping 
with the AIDS epidemic. 

The day’s activities were highlighted by a 
panel of three HIV-positive men who agreed 
to come and share their stories with the chil¬ 
dren. The children generated the questions 
and reacted very positively to the responses 
the panelists gave them. The following day 
four students and I delivered the letters and 
drawings to Ward 5A. Students had the rare 
opportunity to visit 
and shake hands with 
the various patients, it 
was a heartwarming 
experience. 

Be aware this was 
not a one-day isolated 
lesson: my class has 
been studying about 
AIDS (a Board of Edu¬ 
cation-approved cur¬ 
riculum) since Septem¬ 
ber. My students know 
how AIDS is contract¬ 
ed and how it is not 
contracted. They also 
know AIDS is not a gay disease, rather any¬ 
one including babies and teens can contract it. 

Therefore, Marsha and Helen and other 
concerned parents, in the words of the ac¬ 
tivists, “Silence=Death.” I welcome any of 
you to visit my classroom and learn along 
with the children! What are we afraid of? We 
can no longer hide behind the screen that this 
is their disease. This is a world epidemic and 
it’s time we Americans — as well as people 
from every nation — unite and press our gov¬ 
ernments into recognizing their responsibility 
in searching for a cure. Use your voices wise¬ 
ly and join in the chorus of educating the 
world on AIDS. ▼

Don't Blame Sanctions 

I was concerned to read the lead article in your issue 
of Dec. 2, dealing with the situation of HIV patients 
in former Yugoslavia. 

The article states that such patients are victims of 
the “war economy and sanctions” against the 
Belgrade regime. The article makes no reference 
whatever to the responsibility of the Serbian leader¬ 
ship for the situation. It neglects to mention the role 
of black marketeers, protected by the Serbian govern¬ 
ment, in speculating on and hoarding medical sup¬ 
plies. It maintains silence on the repression of 
gay/lesbian/bisexual activists in Serbia, except to 
discreetly note, in, frankly, the language of the closet, 
that a “stigma” exists and that “sexual hygiene is a 
taboo subject.” It ignores the homophobic Serbian pro¬ 
paganda that labels all Muslim men gay and worthy 
of death, and that has accused Croatia and Bosnia of 
“importing AIDS” into the area. 

Nobody with the least compassion wishes another 
human being to undergo the medical horrors involved 
in the HIV plague. But to intimate, as the article does, 
however subtly, that the suffering of such patients is 
mainly caused by the sanctions is, in my entirely per¬ 
sonal view, unacceptable. 

While it is true that innocent Serbs, including pre¬ 
sumably HIV patients, must undergo hardship be¬ 
cause of the sanctions, blame must be placed where 
it belongs: with the Serbian fascist regime that 
launched the war. There would be no sanctions with¬ 
out the atrocities committed by the Serbian dictator, 
Milosevic and his cohorts. Serbs and Montenegrins 
have nobody to blame for their suffering but their own 
leaders. 

To ascribe the dire situation of HIV patients in 
Yugoslavia to the “war economy and sanctions” is 
almost equivalent to blaming the martyrdom of Jews, 
gays, Poles and others in Auschwitz on the “war econ¬ 
omy and actions by German’s allied enemies” in 
World War II. In fact, such is a Holocaust-revisionist 
argument.

It showed that of 482 lesbian/bi 
women, over 400 had had sex with men in the last 
three years. This would lead me to wonder whether 
a straight pick-up bar might be a better place to seek 
“community” with men. 

If lesbian/bi womyn feel that gay men are so 
misogynystic and benighted, please feel free to ask 
what, if anything, unites as a community, and to ask 
why women cannot create their own “safe and nur¬ 
turing community” of womyn-only space in a neigh¬ 
borhood that you can shape in your image rather than 
this precious Castro with its t-shirt shops, streetcorner 
pushers and misogynystic bars.

Clinton a Borderline Criminal 

For those who may have missed the front page ar¬ 
ticle entitled “Experts Slam Government Efforts to 
Stop AIDS” in the Sunday, Nov. 28 edition of the San 
Francisco Examiner, here are few of the highlights. 

The 50-member federally appointed Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on the Prevention of HIV Infection came to the 
following conclusions: “that the Federal Centers Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention’s $539 million annual ef¬ 
fort to slow the spread of HIV has been a dismal 
failure; Congress has been too conservative with fund¬ 
ing and created a political climate that led to censor¬ 
ing plain talk about sex and HIV transmission; the 
government has failed to identify transmission trends 
accurately because it counts only AIDS cases, not new 
HIV infections; government HIV testing sites made 
little effort to assist people in reducing high-risk 
behaviors and referral services were usually non¬ 
existent; by shying away from blunt, explicit language, 
the government fails to deliver effective warnings 
against high-risk behavior; programs to prevent infec¬ 
tions among high-risk youths are seriously under¬ 
funded; because the CDC directed prevention efforts 
at a ‘mainstream’ audience, those at greatest risk — 
gay men, African-Americans and Latinos — have miss¬ 
ed the message.” 

The article goes on to mention that “... AIDS is the 
number one cause of death among men ages 25 to 44, 
and the fourth leading cause of death among women 
in this age range.” 

On that same Sunday, the NBC evening news re¬ 
ported that there are an estimated 15 million 
Americans infected with the AIDS virus, that two- 
thirds of new AIDS diagnoses will be among teenage 
girls and that one out of five women currently infected 
with HIV is a teenager. 

The Dec. 9 issue of Rolling Stone carried an 8000 
word interview with President Clinton discussing the 
following topics: having fun as President, the Arab 
embrace, the presidential honeymoon, relations with 
the press, hostile Republicans, conservative 
Democrats, middle class fears, Sam Nunn, the bud¬ 
get stimulus package, campaign finance reform, 
crime, violence, gun control, the Brady Bill, putting 
more police on the streets, drug prevention, defense 
budget cuts, the CIA, Haiti, Bosnia and Russia. 

Not one word about AIDS! It borders on criminal! 
Once again the President of the United States has 
failed to place AIDS at the top of the list. 

It is long past due for President Clinton to bring the 
same determination and arm-twisting to the war 
against AIDS that he gave to getting his budget 
passed, NAFTA approved and the Brady Bill signed 
into law. Until he moves AIDS to the top of his agen¬ 
da, budgets and treaties will become mute. There will 
be nothing left to budget or trade.

Screwing and suck¬ 
ing can feel great, but wake up guys — we’re talking 
about risky behavior and condoms are not always used 
at sex clubs even though they are provided by the club.

Our suggestion to the men who don’t want to be 
touched: Try taking the next Exit off the Capital 
Beltway just to see if you might like the feel of human 
touch, and to all sex club goers, please try safer sex. 
By practicing safer sex, you’ll live a lot longer to en¬ 
joy a healthy sex life rather than being part of the pro¬ 
jected half of the gay men in San Francisco who will, 
unfortunately, have their picture and obituary in the 
B.A.R. in the future, due, in part to the same risky 
behavior many of you are currently practicing.

Vocal and Accountable? 

The following letter was sent to Mayor 
Frank Jordan, City Hall, San Francisco: 

We are greatly dismayed with your decision to 
replace Lawrence Wong on the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission. 

One would hope that you originally appointed 
Wong to serve on this important city commission be¬ 
cause you wanted a human rights advocate who would 
passionately defend the rights of all San Franciscans. 
Yet, Wong is being replaced specifically because he 
did speak out on human rights issues. 

When Wong advocated for the removal of Eugene 
Lumpkin from the HRC after Lumpkin made homo- 
phobic comments which supported violence against 
individuals based on their sexual orientation, it was 
a human rights issue. And, when Wong supported a 
resolution denouncing immigrant-bashing and helped 
to give you your first veto override at the Board of 
Supervisors, this too was based on a human rights 
issue. 

Wong’s advocacy on behalf of both of these issues 
is no less than San Franciscans expect and demand 
of their Human Rights Commissioners. 

We are especially dismayed by your callousness in 
replacing Wong with someone who happens to be gay 
and believing that this is sufficient. Replacing an 
Asian-Americn gay man who is active in both com¬ 
munities and a white, gay man who no one has ever 
heard of, is a slap in the face of both the Asian/Pacific 
Islander community and the lesbian/gay/bisex- 
ual/transgender community. While Earl Rynerson 
may be a wonderful person, will he be the vocal and 
accountable community activist that a Human Rights 
Commissioner must be?

Scapegoating From 
Without and Within

A s lesbians, gay men, 
bisexuals, transgen¬ 
ders, we have histor¬ 
ically been blamed 
for all sorts of ills. First, 
there’s the controversy 
around choice. The illogic of 
some allows that if sexual ori¬ 
entation is a choice, then any 
pain we suffer as a result of 
society’s bigotry is deserved — 
the result of our “choice” to 
love. 

Then, when we are gay 
bashed, we have heard the 
charge familiar to victims of 
rape: we have asked for it by 
flaunting our sexuality. The 
unwanted sexual advance de-

fense seems to sway juries 
only when self-proclaimed 
straight men beat up gay men 
in retaliation (“homosexual 
panic”) for alleged sexual 
propositions. Let’s see how 
much sympathy Mrs. Bobbitt 
finds in a jury if she claims 
that an unwanted sexual ad¬ 
vance (i.e., rape) by her hus¬ 
band provoked her assault on 
him. 

While a virus takes its toll 
in our community, our love is 
condemned as the cause and 
spreader of AIDS. 

Gay and lesbian adults are 
branded as child molesters, as 
if the only way homosexuali¬ 
ty remains in a population is 
through forced indoctrination. 
As George Matousek of 
Michigan Family Values said 
of gays and lesbians, “They 
don’t reproduce. So they have 
to put this perverted way of 
life into young people in 
schools. I believe they molest 
the kids eventually.” 

The newest line I’ve heard 
on our detrimental effect on 
society came from a college 
basketball coach. In sympa¬ 
thizing with two college foot¬ 
ball players arrested last 
week on five counts of bur¬ 
glary and 38 counts of unau¬ 
thorized use of an access 
(credit or cash machine) card, 
Louisiana State University 
basketball coach Dale Brown 
pointed to the shortcomings 
of today’s role models. 

As the Associated Press re¬ 
ported it, Brown, when asked 
about the arrest, told re¬ 
porters, “They get good peo¬ 
ple to copy from. The televi¬ 
sion personalities that are ho¬ 
mosexuals and embezzlers, 
the coaches that are drunks, 
the ministers that are false 
evangelists. So, you know, 
they’re looking at society in 
general. And it’s kind of a 
sickness in society.” 

Twisted analysis 

I agree that our society is 
sick, and I try not to follow in 
the footsteps of homosexual 
embezzlers, but Brown’s anal¬ 
ysis is both twisted and sim¬ 
plistic. 

Of the two arrested ath¬ 
letes, all I know are their po¬ 
sitions on the field. I know 
nothing about the possible 
motives behind their alleged 
crimes. However, I am out¬ 
raged by a reasoning which 
suggests that the few celebri¬ 
ties who have come out in re¬ 
cent years could spark a cred¬ 
it card caper. 

Coach Brown needs a les¬ 
son in the history of scape¬ 
goating. I fear, however, that 


before he recognizes the folly 
of his own false evangelism, I 
will read that lesbians are to 
blame for NASA’s inability to 
launch the next rocket and 
gays are at fault for the fail¬ 
ing infrastructure of urban ar¬ 
eas. Certainly, if you listened 
to the hearings on gays in the 
military, you know that gay 
soldiers were at fault for any 
hostility they encountered on 
base. And homophobia was 
never cited as the cause for 
loss of morale when gay and 
lesbian soldiers could be 
blamed. No doubt, if the Gi¬ 
ants had moved to Tampa 
Bay, our local gay community 
would take the rap. 

We work hard to proclaim 
that we are everywhere, all 
the while others are insisting 
that we’re to blame for every¬ 
thing. Long after the phrase 
“lesbian chic” fades away, 
Midwesterners will recall, as 
Kate Clinton has pointed out, 
that 1993 was the year that

“weak dikes” caused major 
flooding. 

As disturbing as scapegoat¬ 
ing can be when it comes 
from outside the lesbian and 
gay community, the scape¬ 
goating that comes from with¬ 
in is even more unsettling. 
Not only does the religious 
and political right successfully 
misrepresent who we are 
with sex, lies, and videotapes, 
but once we’re cast as stereo¬ 
typed monsters, we also find 
a gay and lesbian chorus of 
complicity waiting in the 
wings to help distinguish the 
“good” queers from the “evil” 
ones. Up from the margins of 
queer culture and into the

mainstream of America, Mar¬ 
vin Liebman, Andrew Sulli¬ 
van, Bruce Bawer, Camille 
Paglia and others sit poised to 
accept praise for distancing 
themselves from those queers 
who would actually like to 
change society. 

Bawer, who calls being

gay “an inconvenience” in his 
book A Place at the Table, 
seems more interested in see¬ 
ing gay men and lesbians con¬ 
form to society by entering 
into gay marriage than in see¬ 
ing mainstream culture reset 
its table. And Sullivan’s rhet¬ 
oric is palatable enough for 
the evangelical magazine 
Christianity Today to ap¬ 
plaud his position that gays 
and lesbians do not need laws 
to protect their civil rights. 

Queer justice 

Although we’re not yet in 
a position for a great political 
compromise, I foresee a time 
when many who call them¬ 
selves queer are sold out by 
those who best replicate the 
nuclear family. No doubt a 
queer somewhere is coveting 
the Supreme Court seat just 
to the right of Clarence 
Thomas. 

High-profile pundits like 
Sullivan are not, of course, 
the only ones selling out the 
community. When the right 
wing successfully promotes a 
picture of us that doesn’t 
seem to apply to any individ¬ 
ual, who among us hasn’t 
been tempted to blame our 
community’s problems on 
others — the drag queens, the 
leather folk, the transgenders, 
the bull dykes, the street ac¬ 
tivists, the assimilationists, 
the feminists, the queer boys 
with pierced tongues? 

And am I not dangerously 
close to the edge here, want¬ 
ing to call conservative gays 
traitors to the cause? I am 
sure the right wing struggles 
with the presence of conser¬ 
vative gays as much as the 
left wing does. 

When a colleague asks if I 
own leather chaps, I say I do 
not, hoping it to sound like 
the fact that is is not a judg¬ 
ment of those who do, adding 
“I don’t own a pair of denim 
overalls, either.” 

I am a high school teacher 
and, like Dale Brown, a bas¬ 
ketball coach. I do not believe 
that I am contributing to the 
crime rate by being a lesbian. 

I hope I am contributing to 
the education of young people 
by- being who I am. My stu¬ 
dents challenge me, too. They 
have met my partner. They 
know we have two cats and a 
dog, that we grocery shop to¬ 
gether. All that is familiar 
enough. But in conversation 
I’ve heard them warn one an¬ 
other about the Castro. They 
fear the neighborhood. They 
occasionally joke about it. 
Yet, it’s my neighborhood. I 
live there and have to put two 
and two together for them to 
see that I am part of the 
anonymous “them” of the gay 
community. 

I have to stop them when 
they make jokes about the 
people who seem “half-man 
and half-woman.” 

When a relative asked 
about NAMBLA, I found my¬ 
self scrambling to point out 
that pedophilia is its own cat¬ 
egory of sexuality that crosses 
the lines of gay and straight 
and wishing that straight pe-

What Gay and Lesbian Parents/Aunts/Uncles/Etc. Are Giving

Even if you’ve never 
aimed to be a parent, in this 
new-fangled age of mix ’n’ 
match families you may find 
yourself somehow related to 
somebody’s little one. Now 
it’s holiday gift time. This 
child might just be too darn 
young for modern primitive 
jewelry and/or skin illustra¬ 
tions. Perhaps the kid in ques¬ 
tion has two mommies or two 
daddies but has previously 
purchased the few books on 
that subject. He or she may 
already own a tyke-sized mo¬ 
torcycle jacket and an entire 
wardrobe in rainbow. Or per¬ 
chance the poor soul is 
trapped in a traditional Re¬ 
publican family, and you may 
turn out to be the only hope 
for alternative subversion. 

So now, with little time 
left for shopping, and no incli¬ 
nation to scour toy stores for 
Barney or Barbie merchan¬ 
dise, you need something 
both post-modern and gay/les¬ 
bian positive, and you need it 
quick: your answer might be 
music, available by catalogue, 
via telephone. 

Old radical, sex-lib and 
genderbending sounds have 
been on the market for 
decades. Woody Guthrie per¬ 
formed working-class kid 
songs back in the ’40s. The 
ever-sibilant Noel Coward 
song-spieled Ogden Nash 
verses to Saint-Saens’s “Car¬ 
nival of the Animals” on a 
1950 recording, and a closeted 
Danny Kaye crooned “Inch 
Worm” and “Thumbelina” to 
youngsters as the so-sensitive 
Hans Christian Anderson, in 
the 1953 film. Alan Arkin, his 
father blacklisted, sang in a 
progressive kiddie-folk en¬ 
semble, The Babysitters. 
Malvina Reynolds wrote her 
anti-suburban anthem “Little 
Boxes” while Peter, Paul and 
Mommy held ’60s tykes in 
thrall. Then in the ’70s, Mario 
Thomas & Friends (Carol 
Channing’s voice, Mel Brooks 
as a baby, linebacker Roo¬ 
sevelt Grier singing “It’s All 
Right To Cry”) swept the ju¬ 
venile market with their non¬ 
sexist, non-racist Free To Be 
You and Me. 

But the ’80s, as decades go, 
offered little for younger kids, 
unless you can count Mor- 
risey’s paean, “Suffer the 
Children,” on the first Smiths 
LP (unlikely). And k.d. lang 
still has not recorded a disc 
for that whole generation of 
babydykes. During the ’80s 
the first TV generation came 
of age by punking commer¬ 
cial Rock ’n’ Roll into a well- 
deserved grave — New Wave 
wiped the slate clean, musi¬ 
cally. 

Meanwhile, the Sesame 
Street muppets prepared to¬ 
day’s children well for the 
’90s — a retro musical period 
in which the whole preceding 
century of pop music styles 
and traditions have received 
wide attention. 

So, here goes a highly sub¬ 
jective, no-apologies-offered 
list of available favorites: 
oldies, roots, retro, and pro¬ 
gressive. 

First on the list of consid¬ 
erations is the ragtime piano 
of Hoyle Osborn and the re¬ 
markable tinkly voice of Jane 
Voss, coming together to 
bring ’teens and ’20s music to 
life for young people on Side 
By Side. No child’s musical 
preparation is complete with¬ 


out knowing the classics, and 
what qualifies better than Jim¬ 
my McHugh and Dorothy 
Field’s “On the Sunny Side 
Of the Street”? But this early 
jazz era education doesn’t end 
there. “Papa’s On the House¬ 
top” is a subversive bit of 
hokum by bluesman Leroy 
Carr. “Eli Green’s Cakewalk” 
by Sadie Koninsky dates 
from 1898, and “Hello, 
Hawaii, How Are Ya?” is per¬ 
fect Tin Pan Alley Yiddish- 
ism. In a more modern vein, 
Voss sings two ballads: Frank 
Loesser’s “Inch Worm” (the 
very one Danny Kaye pre¬ 
miered) and her own loving 
“Song to a Shrinking Violet.” 
All this infectious good fun is 
available on cassette from A 
Gentle Wind, Box 3103, Al¬ 
bany N.Y. 12203; 518-436-0391. 
One eight-year old femme we 
know sang out each song, in 
front of a full-length mirror, in 
huge hats and long dresses. Go 
girl! 

Shake it all about 

Which brings us to Little 
Richard’s CD Shake It All 
About, recently released on 
Walt Disney Records (!) and 
aimed at preschoolers (!!) The 
genderbent gospel queen pro¬ 
vides a new beat (and snappy 
new meaning) to songs like 
“She’ll Be Cornin’ Around the 
Mountain” and “Twinkle, 
Twinkle, Little Star.” Every¬ 
one’s favorite screamer may

have finally incorporated the 
two contradictory themes 
from his own life: the inspira¬ 
tional (in a version of “He’s 
Got the Whole World In His 
Hands” that owes nothing to 
Wayne Newton) as well as the 
carnal (“You put your back 
side in I You put your back 
side out I You put your back 
side in I And you shake it all 
about.”) Throughout this CD, 
the high-pitched Richard 
sings full throttle, which prob¬ 
ably will bother the kids not 
at all. 

On the somewhat quieter 
and slightly less overt front, 
Michael Feinstein has Pure 
Imagination on Elektra. This 
is a compilation of child- 
friendly showtunes from 
Broadway and classic films, 


including some obscure ones 
— which is what you’d expect 
from a man who used to be 
Ira Gershwin’s secretary and 
still sees himself as an 
archivist-cum-crooner. So it’s 
no surprise to find “Be Kind 
to Your Parents” from 1954’s 
musical Fanny, or even an 
anachronistic tune “The Jitter¬ 
bug” that was deleted from 
Wizard of Oz. But how about 
Groucho’s near-naughty “Ly¬ 
dia the Tattooed Lady” (also 
by the sweet team of Harold 
Arlen and Yip Harburg)? And 
then there’s Hans Conried’s 
tres gay “Dressing Song” 
from The 5000 Fingers of Dr. 
T, with its campy lyrics by 
dear Dr. Seuss. (If you’ve nev¬ 
er seen The 5000 Fingers of 
Dr. T, this surreal Seuss clas¬ 
sic plays along with The Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz this Saturday, De¬ 
cember 18, at the Castro The¬ 
atre.) 

To get back up-to-date, we 
return to the Disney label in 
its new incarnation, which 
likely has Walt twisting in his 
grave (or cryogenic chamber). 
Two all-star audio collections 
benefit the Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation. For Our Chil¬ 
dren: the Concert begins 
with Kriss Kross hip-hopping 
nursery rhymes and ends 
with Patti Labelle. In be¬ 
tween, lesbian crossover artist 
Melissa Etheridge does “The 
Green Grass Grew All 
Around,” Salt-N-Pepa wail on 
“This Old Man,” and the Bay 
Area’s own Bobby McFerrin 
provides his brilliant seven- 
minute recreation of the en¬ 
tire Wizard of Oz. A non-con¬ 
cert disc also called For Our 
Children features more main¬ 
stream popsters like Dylan, 
Sting, Benatar, Babs, and El¬ 
ton John. 

On Smilin’ Island of Song 
an urban Afro-American 
girlchild named Jenny pur¬ 
sues her goal of becoming a 
singer in Jamaica, where she’s 
given a musical/cultural initi¬ 
ation by her good friend Mrs. 
B: this is Cedella Marley- 
Booker, mother of Bob Mar- 
ley, joined by folk icon Taj 
Mahal, string multi-instru¬ 
mentalist David Lindley and 
famed Trinidadian percus¬ 
sionist Kester Smith. This is 
an unmitigated pleasure 
(“You don’t have to buy gas, 
you don’t have to put pollu¬ 
tion in the air,” Mother Mar- 
ley laughs) that revisits Calyp¬ 
so roots (“Banana Boat Song”) 
on the way to a reggae party 
(“Jah Wanna Dance”) before 
coming to the sleepy-time 
song at the end of every kid’s 
record. For junior rastas it is 
Bob Marley’s classic, “Three 
Little Birds (Don’t Worry 
About A Thing).” Smilin’ Is¬ 
land of Song, like several

dophiles in the world felt the 
same combination of oppres¬ 
sion and pride as NAMBLA 
members so that they would 
form their own organization. 
I feel confident drawing that 
particular line for myself, but 
I wonder if there are times 
when I make false distinc¬ 
tions. 

Too often I have allowed 
the temptation for acceptance 
to win out by distancing my¬ 
self from some “unsavory” as¬ 
pect of the community. It’s 
my New Year’s resolution to 
fight that temptation. 

It’s more than an inconve¬ 
nience to be gay in this cul¬ 
ture. President Clinton’s fail¬ 
ure to end discrimination 
against lesbians and gay men 
in the military demonstrates, 
at the very least, that an ally’s 
good intentions have limits. 
We know our enemies want 
us silenced. And many others 
simply fear what they do not 
understand and, therefore, are 
all too happy to find a few fa¬ 
miliar-looking queers to show 
that they can tolerate differ¬ 
ence — as long as it’s not too 
different. 

I do not imagine an easy 
road to the society I’d like to 
see, but I know that I don’t 
want Andrew Sullivan fram¬ 
ing the discussion of my 
rights. 

If we want change, we 
have to make change. And if 
the anti-gay agenda — as pro¬ 
moted by bigots and accom¬ 
modated by a few self-satis¬ 
fied queers who emerge as al¬ 
lies to those bigots—succeeds, 
it will be too late to go cast¬ 
ing blame. ▼

Attention: All Men 
In the Community

[Note: This column is the 
third of a four-part series of 
columns focusing on the needs 
and experiences of women in 
our community. The ideas be¬ 
hind the article were collab¬ 
orated on by the male mem¬ 
bers of the CUAV staff.] 

L ike it or not, there are 
groups of people in this 
world who hold power 
and other groups that 
suffer as a result. As an obvi¬ 
ous example, straight people 
have a kind of freedom that 
we do not and exercise it ev¬ 
ery single day of their lives, 
sometimes maliciously (such 
as gay-bashing) and sometimes 
without even knowing it (such 
as kissing on the street with¬ 
out fearing violence). 

And let’s face it: it can be 
totally annoying to see two 
straight people making out in 
“our” bars or in “our” neigh¬ 
borhood. This is mostly be¬ 
cause a freedom is being exer¬ 
cised in our limited space — in 
our faces as it were — that we 
are denied everywhere else in 
the world. Evil as they may 
seem, those straight kissers 
probably have no intention of 
reminding us of our limited 
freedoms or of invading our 
spaces, but isn’t that how 
many of us feel? 

Have you noticed that reli¬ 
gious “leaders” such as Lou 
Sheldon & Co. are accusing 
our community of violence 
against churches? When we 
protest the hatred they spread 
that manifests it¬ 
self in violence 
against us, we 
are accused of 
being the violent 
ones. This is al¬ 
most like the 
bigots who claim 
that we are actu¬ 
ally a privileged 
group that is trying to force 
and enforce our values and 
“lifestyle” on everyone else. By 
naming our experiences of 
persecution and asserting our 
civil rights, we become distort¬ 
ed into straight-bashers and 
hatemongers. It is one of the 
oldest but most effective tac¬ 
tics of bigots everywhere, to 
deny that the group in ques¬ 
tion is actually oppressed and 
then to make them out to be 
the oppressors. 

I wonder how your average 
Joe or Jo-Ann straight person 
would feel reading these 
words — not the straights 
you’re friends with, but the 
ones you’re not (the ones who 
think they don’t know gay 
people). Some probably 
wouldn’t finish reading be¬ 
cause they don’t care and 
don’t have to. Period. Or per¬ 
haps they do care on a basic 
level and feel “bashed” be¬ 
cause they haven’t used their 
capacity for understanding 
enough to realize why we 
might legitimately feel these 
ways. Or maybe they were ha¬ 
rassed by one gay person one 
time (maybe called a “breeder” 
or maybe even seriously ha¬ 
rassed) and for some strange 
reason are stuck focusing on 
that experience. And then 


again they may feel that 
straight people are victims, 
too, and that lesbian/gay dog¬ 
ma excludes straight people 
from any form of discrimina¬ 
tion or victimization, ever. Of 
course, there is always the pos¬ 
sibility that one hopes for — 
that the points made will be 
listened to, taken in context, 
not personalized (more than 
necessary), and respected. 

In at least one way it is 
much easier to be a member 
of a victimized group than a 
member of the “majority.” 
You don’t have the guilt or re¬ 
sponsibility of having free¬ 
doms that others don’t have. 
Facing this can be very un¬ 
comfortable and painful, espe¬ 
cially if you believe in the 
principles of freedom and 
equality. 

As male members of this 
community, we are in the 
unique position of being mem¬ 
bers of a victimized group and 
a privileged group, simultane¬ 
ously. We know what oppres¬ 
sion looks, smells, tastes, and 
feels like, because we experi¬ 
ence it every day. This can 
make it even more difficult to 
admit that we might have 
some responsibility for expos¬ 
ing others to these same types 
of experiences. But whether 
we like it or not, we have a 
kind of freedom that our 
women counterparts do not. 
And we exercise it every day, 
sometimes maliciously (such 
as referring to women as 
“bitches” or “cunts”) and some¬ 
times without even knowing it 
(such as taking up way-too- 
much space on 
the dance floor 
of the only club 
in this city ex¬ 
clusively for 
women). 

As responsi¬ 
ble men — or 
even as irre¬ 
sponsible men 
who just don’t want to be hyp¬ 
ocrites — we owe our sisters 
the same kind of R-E-S-P-E-C-T 
(as Aretha would say) as we 
expect from straight people 
who want to be our allies. 

Understanding that women, 
as a group, have faced and 
continue to face obstacles that 
we do not, and that we, as a 
group, have benefited from 
this inequality in ways that we 
may not even recognize, does 
not seem unreasonable. And 
when women in this commu¬ 
nity raise their voices about in¬ 
justice, they are not necessari¬ 
ly attacking us as individuals, 
are not necessarily man-haters 
or separatists, and are not nec¬ 
essarily negating the possibil¬ 
ity that gay, bisexual, and 
transgender men also experi¬ 
ence significant injustices. My 
guess is they probably just 
want their points of view to be 
listened to, taken in context, 
not personalized (more than 
necessary), and respected. 

If we men could expect as 
much from ourselves in terms 
of women as we do from our 
straight allies, our community 
would be a safer and happier 
place. So that’s my challenge 
to you, brothers ... and watch 
this space again in two 
weeks. ▼

California Office of AIDS Shelves 
Controversial 'Telephone Triage'

The State Office of AIDS 
has decided to shelve a con¬ 
troversial “telephone triage” 
budget proposal that would 
have pre-screened callers in¬ 
quiring about HIV testing. 
Under those new guidelines, 
callers would have been 
asked sexually explicit and 
other specific questions to de¬ 
termine whether they fell into 
a so-called high risk category 
and should therefore be given 
access to free, anonymous 
testing at state-funded clinics. 

The proposal sparked an 
uproar among California 
AIDS service providers and 
community-based organiza¬ 
tions, many of whom de¬ 
clared they would prefer to 
be in non-compliance and lose 
state reimbursements for test¬ 
ing and counseling than fol¬ 
low guidelines they deemed 
harmful to the public health 
and discriminatory towards 
youth, women and people of 
color. 

The furor prompted Ken 
Topper, the key AIDS-policy 
legislative aide to State Sena¬ 
tor David Roberti, to call for 
a December 10 meeting with 
State Office of AIDS Chief 
Wayne Sauseda and Ana 
Ramirez, the Office’s Testing 
Program director. 

The “very positive” meet¬ 
ing lasted two hours, says 
Topper, during which all op¬ 
tions, including an alternative 
proposal submitted by L.A. 
County’s HIV Counseling and 


Testing Task Force, were dis¬ 
cussed. 

“We need more proposals 
such as this,” Topper said af¬ 
ter the meeting. “We need to 
hear from the providers on 
the front lines. So there’s a 
call: give us more. There’s a 
wonderful volume of exper¬ 
tise in the communities them¬ 
selves.” 

However, the problem of 
paying for HIV testing and 
counseling programs still ex¬ 
ist. “California has the largest 
testing component in the 
world. I didn’t know that,” 
Topper says. Anonymous test¬ 
ing is “so accessible that there 
is definitely a large number 
of repeat testing,” which Top¬ 
per and SOA say has to be 
curbed. The problem of re¬ 
peat testers is partially a re¬ 
sult of outdated messages. 

“Years ago what we were 
told as gay men is that if you 
came up negative, you should 
test three times, six months 
apart before you could be 
assured that you were really 
negative,” Topper says. Often 
people are “waiting to show 
or move into infection,” when 
actually they continue to test 
negative. 

What is "high risk?" 

“Since then the message 
has changed. Now the mes¬ 
sage is: if you know you’re at 
high risk, you should get test¬ 
ed. But what is ‘high risk’ 
needs to be clearly defined. 
We need to go where we see 
a high volume of people test¬ 


ing positive who didn’t even 
know they were at risk. We 
are failing the public health 
by not instituting significant 
education in the schools, for 
instance. 

“There has to be a differ¬ 
ent intake process that will ef¬ 
fectively screen out individu¬ 
als who are not at risk while 
at the same time being able 
to not place public health at 
risk by using something so 
general a mechanism that 
we’d be missing people who 
would be positive and send¬ 
ing the wrong message to 
them that their behavior 
presently is okay.” Topper still 
believes that “nothing can 
take away the value of face to 
face counseling.” 

The “good news” out of 
the meeting, says Topper, is 
is that the proposed “tele¬ 
phone triage” will not go into 
effect January 1 as planned. 
Additionally, the controversy 
has “opened up positive dia¬ 
logue between providers who 
spoke up and said ‘we will no 
longer sit quiet and be told 
what to do’ and the state 
which is more willing to 
work with them,” especially 
under the new director of 
health services, Kim Belshe. 

The “bad news,” according 
to Topper, is that the money 
problem still exists, the AIDS 
budget is flat, and the situa¬ 
tion will no doubt worsen: 
California faces a 1994-95 bud¬ 
get deficit of about five bil¬ 
lion dollars, Topper says. “It’s 
not looking pretty.” ▼

Lesbians Sought for 
Carotene Health Study 


by Dennis Conkin 

Lesbian volunteers are be¬ 
ing recruited for a forthcom¬ 
ing four-month, live-in study 
of the role of carotenes in 
maintaining good health, 
which the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture says 
is the most comprehensive 
study of the subject ever con¬ 
ducted. And besides being 
well-fed, the women who par¬ 
ticipate will be paid over $30 
a day. 

Carotenes, of which the 
best-known is Beta-carotene 
are found in carrots, toma¬ 
toes, sweet potatoes, and oth¬ 
er vegetables and fruits. Dur¬ 
ing digestion, the human 
body often converts them into 
Vitamin A. 

According to Beth Cook, a 
spokesperson for Bionetics 
Corporation, recent nutrition¬ 
al studies have led re¬ 
searchers to believe that 
carotenes may have impor¬ 
tant health benefits in their 
own right and do not serve 
purely as components of oth¬ 


er vitamins and nutrients. 

“This research study is 
very important. It will look at 
the effect of carotenes in dif¬ 
ferent systems in the body; 
the immune system; the men¬ 
strual cycles; dermatological 
status. There are a lot of 
carotenes and we want to 
know how essential they are 
nutritionally in order to estab¬ 
lish a recommended daily al¬ 
lowance for the general pub¬ 
lic,” Cook told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The study will be conduct¬ 
ed by Dr. Betty Jane Burri, a 
USDA research scientist. 

“In previous studies, 
carotene depletion appeared 
to cause significant changes in 
healthy young women,” Burri 
said. “If these changes are 
substantiated by this study, 
we will be able to show that 
significant amounts of 
carotenes are required as part 
of a health adult diet.” 

The USDA seeks 12 
healthy women between the 
ages of 22 and 40 for the 
study, set to begin in January, 


1994. 

Participants will be re¬ 
quired to live in the Western 
Human Nutrition Research 
Center on the Presidio in San 
Francisco, and Volunteers 
will be paid $3,675 for com¬ 
pleting the 120-day live-in 
study. 

“We try to make it as 
pleasant and as fun as possi¬ 
ble,” Cook said. “Each room 
has a television and a VCR, 
we have an activities director, 
and we have outings to muse¬ 
ums, the beach, and the park. 
There is a library, and partic¬ 
ipants can have visitors once 
a week.” 

Cook says that the study 
excludes women who smoke 
cigarettes. 

Participants will be given 
a health screening, including 
blood tests, in order to asses 
their health prior to entrance.

Woo Enters Secretary of State 
Race Against Gay Candidate

On Wednesday, December 
8, former Los Angeles City 
Councilmember Mike Woo 
announced that he is joining 
the race for California secre¬ 
tary of state. Openly gay 
deputy secretary of state 
Tony Miller is among those 
against whom Woo will be 
competing for the Democratic 
primary spot this June. 

Although Woo, 42, had 
considerable backing from 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty in his unsuccessful Novem¬ 
ber race for the city’s mayor, 
he was told early on that the 
gay community will back 
Miller. 

“I told him I felt that there 
would be very strong commu¬ 
nity support for Tony Miller,” 
said ANGLE’S Dr. Scott Hitt, 
who was Woo’s campaign co¬ 
chair from the gay communi¬ 
ty. ‘‘I told him not to expect a 
lot of financial or voter sup¬ 
port from the gay and lesbian 
community, which according 
to the L.A. Times, was one 
of the strongest voting blocs 
for him.” Hitt said he doesn’t 
think the gay community will 
“be divided” on Miller’s candi¬ 
dacy. 

Miller already endorsed 

“It’s time the gay commun¬ 
ity elected one of its own,” 
ANGLE member and Demo¬ 
cratic Party honcho Jean

O’Leary told the Bay Area 
Reporter December 12. 
Miller, who is deemed so 
qualified for the job that he 
has already been endorsed by 
his popular boss, California 
Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu, and the national 
Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, is the first openly gay 
man to ever run for statewide 
office. 

However, despite his for¬

ays around the state and news 
stories in gay and political pa¬ 
pers, Miller still lacks Woo’s 
instant name recognition. 
Woo garnered 46 percent of 
the city-wide vote and he 
pulled in contributions from 
over 9,000 people nationwide, 
according to a report in the 
Times. Woo spent $6 million 
unsuccessfully trying to de¬ 
feat GOP candidate Richard 
Riordan. 

Woo has "some regrets" 

Not all of Woo’s name 
recognition is good: many An- 
gelinos were turned off by the 
brutal mudslinging against 
now-Mayor Riordan. At his 
Wednesday news conference, 
Woo said he had “some re¬ 
grets about some of the nega¬ 
tive tone, some of the mud- 
slinging that took place, not 
only from my side but also 
from the other side during 
the campaign.” He said he 
also regrets the fact “that I 
may have played some part in 
helping to get people turned 
off about politics.” 

But, Woo said, he does ex¬ 
pect his high Councilmember 
profile as promoter of the 
city’s ethics and campaign re¬ 
form ordinances to help him 
as he seeks the secretary of 
state job. If elected, he plans 
to push for similar reforms on 
a statewide level. “The name 
of the game is to find a way 
to reduce the influence of pri¬ 
vate interests in campaigns, 
that is to reduce the undue in¬ 
fluence of money in politics,” 
Woo said. 

Miller, 45, who has been 
Eu’s deputy and virtually run 
the office for 12 years, is no 
stranger to issues of ethics 
and campaign spending re¬ 
form. Prior to being the sec¬ 
retary’s chief legal counsel, 
and then chief deputy, Miller 
was appointed in 1975 to the 
state’s Fair Political Practices 


Seattle City Council Grills Cop 
About Gay March Appearance

SEATTLE — Seattle Police Chief-designate Norman Stam¬ 
per has been grilled about — and defended — marching in a gay 
rights parade in San Diego, where he has been on the police 
force 27 years. 

The issue was raised on Thursday, December 9, during a 
confirmation hearing by the Seattle City Council. Stamper, 49, 
was nominated November 30 by Mayor Norm Rice to become 
police chief of Washington state’s largest city. 

When asked by council members why he participated in a 
recent gay rights march in San Diego, where he is executive 
assistant police chief, Stamper said it helped him gain insights 
into how to improve police relations with lesbians and gays. 

“To not understand what police are exposed to on the 
streets and with one another is to have no hope of influencing 
the rank-and-file of this or any police department,” Stamper 
told the City Council. His appearance in the parade also 
demonstrated police support for all San Diegans, regardless of 
sexual preference, he said. ▼ 


Commission. Eu credits 
Miller with helping imple¬ 
ment the Political Reform 
Act and the federal Voting 
Rights Act. 

Despite Woo’s highly pub¬ 
licized entrance into the race, 
he is not necessarily the front¬ 
runner, according to civil 
rights attorney John Duran, 
34, himself an openly gay can¬ 
didate for the state Assembly. 
Duran points out that Assem- 
blymember Jackie Speier has 
greater statewide recognition. 
And if state Assemblymem- 
ber Gwen Moore pulls out to 
run for state Senator Diane 
Watson’s seat — assuming 
Watson lands a diplomatic 
post, as expected — Speier is 
expected to lock up the wom¬ 
en’s vote. If Moore stays in, 
she’s expected to pull the 
African-American vote. Woo’s 
coalition of support during his 
mayoral race came primarily 
from the Asian-American, 
African-American, and gay 
communities. 

A gay voting bloc? 

Although Duran is expect¬ 
ed to create a gay voting bloc 
locally, gay political pundits 
do not expect that to transfer 
to Miller’s statewide race. 
However, Hitt, points out, 
“the sum is greater than its 
parts” and the gay communi¬ 
ty’s enthusiasm generated by 
two openly gay qualified can¬ 
didates might boost volun¬ 
teers and financial support for 
both. ▼

Nevirapine is a drug that interferes with 
reverse trancriptase, the enzyme that in¬ 
troduces HIV genetic material into the DNA in 
your cells. It works differently than AZT and 
the other nucleoside inhibitors. Studies show 
that nevirapine is active against virus that has 
become resistant to AZT. Nevirapine has 
shown very little toxicity. This study is design¬ 
ed to compare nevirapine vs. placebo, alone or 
in combination with AZT, and the effects on 
T-cell counts after 3 and 6 months.

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A B.A.R. Exclusive: 
Frank Buttino Speaks

“My life will never be 
quite the same,” said former 
FBI agent Frank Buttino, af¬ 
ter his class action job bias 
lawsuit settlement opened the 
closet doors for current and 
future lesbian and gay G-men. 
“But, to tell you the truth, I 
think it’s going to be better 
after this ordeal. 

“I’ve become a better per¬ 
son, more compassionate and 
understanding. It really was a 
humbling experience,” Butti¬ 
no told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 13. 

Although Buttino has had 
the usual offers of Hollywood 
movie deals and tabloid talk 
show appearances, he said 
that he’s not really interested 
in being a media star. 

“I’m not planning on going 
on talk shows and I haven’t 
given radio interviews. I want 
to return to a normal life. I 
want out of the limelight. I re¬ 
ally am a private person,” he 
said. 

The financial settlement he 
received from the FBI leaves 
him “very pleased,” and Butti¬ 
no now considers the case 
closed and doesn’t really want 
to keep on discussing it. 

“It’s over,” he said. “This 
has consumed all of my life 
for the last five and a half 
years and it’s time for me to 
move on,” he said. 

Buttino has had a couple 
offers of college t eaching po¬ 
sitions in the criminal justice 
field, and an offer of employ¬ 
ment from a law enforcement 
agency, but plans to take 
some time to decide what he 
wants to do. 

“I will continue to be in¬ 
volved in the gay community 
and plan to stay in San 
Diego,” he told the B.A.R. “I 
want to use what I’ve learned 
in my experience to do some 
good.” 

Pleased about Tillson 

Buttino said that he is es¬ 
pecially pleased that the FBI 
will hire Dana Tillson, the 32- 
year-old lesbian private eye 
who was rejected for a posi¬ 
tion following her 1987 appli¬ 
cation. 

“She’s a terrific person. 
Very outgoing, intelligent

savvy. She’s handled herself 
very, very well. She’s got all 
the right things going for her 
and she will make a terrific 
agent,” he predicted. 

Buttino said he thought the 
coverage of his trial in the 
gay press was “helpful.” 

“But I wouldn’t say it was 
wonderful,” he added. “The 
Bay Area Reporter was in¬ 
credible: it and the San Diego 
papers were the best.” 

Buttino said that he was 
surprised that there hadn’t 
been more national gay cover¬ 
age in the beginning of the 
case, when he was trying to 
get the information out that 
he was seeking to find more 
FBI agents and applicants 
who had been discriminated 
against, but said that as his 
case got to trial, “the coverage 
was good.” 

And, although Buttino ac¬ 
knowledged that his out of 
court settlement was a neces¬ 
sary compromise, he said that 
he really wants to close “this 
chapter” of his life and move 
on. And although the private 
Buttino didn’t elaborate at 
length, he made it known that 
a promising new chapter of 
his life has opened recently. 

“There are no coincidences 
in life. People come into your 
life for a purpose — and some¬ 
one came into my life about a 
month ago. He was there for 
me when I was running on 
empty, and has filled a void 
that I’ve felt for four or five 
years,” Buttino said. ▼

cooperative” during an inves¬ 
tigation into his sexual activ¬ 
ities after it received an 
anonymous note from a tip¬ 
ster saying that Buttino was 
gay. 

The identity of the individ¬ 
ual — who forwarded Butti- 
no’s 1989 response to a per¬ 
sonal ad in a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia gay newspaper to his 
aged parents and then to FBI 
officials in Washington, D.C. 
— was never determined. 

Buttino was questioned 
about the incident by FBI su¬ 
pervisors at the San Diego 
FBI field office, but denied he 
knew the identity of the tip¬ 
ster. 

Ordered to submit to a for¬ 
mal investigation, including a 
polygraph, Buttino acknowl¬ 
edged that he had written the 
response to the personal ad, 
and that he was gay. 

His top secret security 
clearance was revoked and he 
was ordered terminated by 
FBI officials, who said that he 
was vulnerable to coercion 
and lacked candor — and ex¬ 
pressed concern that he might 
belong to “a secret homosex¬ 
ual society.” 

The government was em¬ 
barrassed by the latter allega¬ 
tion when Buttino testified in 
court on December 8, to the 
amusement of reporters and 
observers, that the only gay 
societies or groups he be¬ 
longed to at the time were 
gay wrestling clubs. 

The FBI’s defense of its in¬ 
vestigation, and its insistence 
that it did not discriminate on 
the basis of sexual orientation 
was seriously damaged by the 
testimony of Dana Tillson, a 
32-year-old lesbian, who is a 
highly regarded private inves¬ 
tigator in San Francisco. 

Tillson applied for a job as 
a special agent in the San 
Francisco FBI field office in 
1987, and scored extremely 
high on interviews and tests, 
but after she was called into 
the FBI office for a special in¬ 
terview where her sex prac¬ 
tices were evaluated, she was 
told she was “not competi¬ 
tive” for the job. 

San Francisco FBI special 
agent Tom Purcell admitted 
under oath that the interview 
into Tillson’s sex practices 
was ordered by FBI security 
officials in Washington, D.C. 
and also testified that the 
field office was instructed to 
conduct the sex practices in¬ 
terview but not to ask Tillson 
directly about her sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Under the settlement 
agreement, Tillson will be of¬ 
fered a job as a special agent 
within the Bureau when the 
current hiring freeze is lifted 
in October, 1994. 

“I’m excited. It’s been a 
very long week. I’ve spoken 
with Frank at length and 
we’re both just real pleased 
that the policy affects all cur¬ 
rent lesbian and gay employ¬ 
ees and all future applicants. 
Neither of these settlement 
groups will have to experi¬ 
ence further discrimination,” 
Tillson said. 

Although the policy 
change ordered by Reno still 
allows investigation into an 
applicant’s character and 
judgement related to sexual 
conduct, the law will be 
equally applied to homosexu¬ 
als and heterosexuals. 

Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund attorney 
Evan Wolfson says the con¬ 
cern of some within the gay 
community, that conservative 


and right wing officials at the 
FBI may use gay or lesbian 
employees’ sexual conduct as 
a pretext to keep the agency 
free of homosexuals now that 
sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion has been banned, is un¬ 
founded.

“That’s an unnecessary 
fear outside of the military. I 
respect the fear but I don’t 
think the Department of Jus¬ 


tice is pulling a fast one. That 
doesn’t obviate the need for 
vigilance, but I don’t think 
that’s what’s happening,” 
Wolfson said. 

The military can discrimi¬ 
nate against sexually active 
gay people because of laws in 
the Uniformed Code of Mili¬ 
tary Justice that ban gay sex, 
according to Congressman 
Barney Frank. 

Frank said that he had 
been working with officials in 
the Clinton administration 
“for several months” to devel¬ 
op and issue policies protect¬ 
ing lesbian and gays from 
sexual orientation bias in the 
federal government. 

“I feel terrific. I’m very 
happy,” said Frank. “It’s a ma¬ 
jor change in policy. 

“I saw Janet Reno last 
Tuesday at the Justice Depart¬ 
ment. I thanked her because 
I’d been harassing her about 
changing the policy. She said 
she told me she would do it, 
that it just took time,” Frank 
told the Bay Area Reporter. ▼

Heterosexual Former Fundy 
Works for Gay Rights in Oregon

Most of the news about the 
interaction between gays and 
straights in Oregon has fo¬ 
cused on the Oregon Citizens 
Alliance’s attempts to over¬ 
turn gay rights laws there, 
which might explain why so 
many people are amazed to 
learn a straight woman with a 
Christian fundamentalist 
background has become the 
owner, editor-in-chief, and 
publisher of the gay and les¬ 
bian newspaper in Portland. 

“The irony is a matter of 
circumstances,” laughs Jerilyn 
Buckley, who began taking 
over the day-to-day respon¬ 
sibilities of running the Alter¬ 
native Connection, a monthly 
newspaper with a circulation 
of 14,000 copies, last summer. 

“I’m straight and I’m up¬ 
front about it with people to 
avoid any misconceptions,” 
says Buckley. She says she is 
no stranger to prejudice, hav¬ 
ing experienced misplaced 
homophobia from straights 
and heterophobia from gays. 

Buckley gradually found 
herself taking over complete 
responsibilities for publishing 
the Alternative Connection 
after one of the co-publishers, 
Elwood Johnson, was stricken 
with a series of AIDS-related 
illness, requiring the full time 
care of his lover Ray South- 
wick, the other co-publisher. 

Buckley had been working 
at the paper more than two 
years as a general manager, 
handling most of the adminis¬ 
trative and financial work. 
Additional editorial and later 
some advertising responsibil¬ 
ities were thrust upon her 
regular workload starting in 
the early part of summer be¬ 
cause of Johnson’s condition. 
Advertising responsibilities 
soon followed, leaving only 
Buckley to manage virtually 
everything.

Once it became obvious, 
that Buckley was the de facto 
publisher, she decided to as¬ 
sume the position for real, 
and to line up the funding 
that would her enable her to 
buy the Alternative Connec¬ 
tion. “Running this paper 
isn’t going to be a temporary 
thing,” she says. 

Educating heterosexuals 

Now that she has become 
the owner of the Alternative 
Connection, Buckley hopes 
to change its style, partially to 
attract straight readers “who 
could pick it up and really 
learn something about the 
gay community,” she says, 
but without sacrificing the 
newspaper’s advocacy journal¬ 
ism style or gay perspectives. 


“I want to point out to 
straight people that there are 
gay people who are just like 
them,” she says. 

Buckley, who is 47 and 
never married, acknowledges 
she occasionally meets gays 
who don’t like the idea of a 
heterosexual woman running 
the Alternative Connection; 
some resistance has even 
come from within the paper’s 
own staff. “My first reaction 
was shock,” admits Eddie 
VanBrocklin, a longtime pro¬ 
duction assistant. “I was 
thinking, ‘how could this 
straight person put together a 
gay publication?’ but as it 
turns out it works.” 

Not everyone is so san¬ 
guine. A local group of “clos¬ 
eted gay journalists” working 
for mainstream papers who 
meet regularly to discuss 
workplace homophobia let 
Buckley know she wasn’t wel¬ 
come at their meetings be¬ 
cause of her heterosexuality. 
“I wasn’t too surprised,” she 
says. 

“My philosophy is that 
people are people and every¬ 
one has a right to be accepted 
for who they are,” Buckley 
says. “I’m as comfortable with 
my heterosexuality as my gay 
and lesbian friends are com¬ 
fortable in homosexuality.” 

“She gives us insights on 
how the straight community 
feels,” VanBrocklin says. “I 
think a lot of people look at 
the paper more closely be¬ 
cause there’s a broader range 
of opinions now. 

“This is a happy little mar¬ 
riage,” he continues. “She 
lives one life and we live an¬ 
other, but we can still live to¬ 
gether.” 

“Sexual orientation should 
make no difference in the 
workplace,” Buckley says. 

Buckley’s involvement 
with the gay community be¬ 
gan several years before she 
joined the Alternative Con¬ 
nection, as a volunteer with a 
charity that supports people 
with AIDS. Even before that, 
however, she was a staunch 
supporter of gay rights and 
disgusted by church politics 
that promote bigotry. The 
prejudice, and the demands of 
absolute conformity, she 
heard preached as a young 
adult backfired and turned 
Buckley into a liberal free¬ 
thinker. 


“I was raised as a Christian 
fundamentalist, but now I 
have difficulties with orga¬ 
nized religion that supports 
discrimination when people 
don’t follow the dogma,” she 
says. 

Her friends and family — 
with the exception of her 
mother — are supportive of 
her work, she says. ▼

Mississippi Town Plots 
To Oust Lesbian Residents

Brenda and Wanda Hen¬ 
son’s dream of turning a 120- 
acre former pig farm in rural 
Mississippi into a safe retreat 
for women has begun to turn 
into a nightmare. 

A meeting held by the 
Christian Ministers Associa¬ 
tion in Ovett, Mississippi, last 
Monday attracted 250 people 
to begin plotting ways to 
drive the Hensons’ Sister 
Spirit organization off their 
land in rural Jones County, 
about an hour off the Gulf 
Coast. For a town with a pop¬ 
ulation of only about 400, the 
turnout was nothing less than 
scary to the Hensons, two les¬ 
bians who purchased the land 
last July to build a permanent 
space for the annual Gulf 
Coast Women’s Music Festi¬ 
val and to open a year-round 
feminist education center. 

But the Hensons, who had 
a commitment ceremony ten 
years ago and changed their 
surnames to Brenda’s birth 
name five years ago, were al¬ 
ready scared before the meet¬ 
ing in Ovett was held. The 
trouble began after a Sister 
Spirit newsletter containing 
information about the organi¬ 
zation — which operates sever¬ 
al food banks and offers a 
myriad of support services 
primarily to women on the 
Gulf Coast — was stolen from 
their mailbox and distributed 
throughout the town. The 
conflict turned violent when 
they found their three-month-

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old puppy shot in the stom¬ 
ach and hung over their mail¬ 
box, along with maxi-pads, on 
November 8. 

“Then I knew something 
was up,” said Brenda Henson, 
executive director of Sister 
Spirit. “I got the message.” 

In the following weeks, 
several trespassers with guns

have come onto their proper¬ 
ty, saying they were hunting. 
One of the most recent inci¬ 
dents occurred December 4-5, 
during a lesbian conference 
that was held on the property. 
Two drunken men got their 
pick-up truck stuck at the end 
of their driveway, Henson 
said, and one of them — carry¬ 
ing a gun — walked up to 
where the women were; the 
women surrounded him and 
escorted him off the property. 

“Some nights when there’s 
only five or six of us, it gets 
real scary,” Henson said. 

The Sister Spirit volun¬ 
teers all have guns now, and 
they’ve put up barbed wire 
along the front entrance to 
the property. The federal 
Community Relations Service 
is monitoring the situation, 
and the women are hoping to 
raise enough money to fence 
in the rest of the property. 

They’re also hoping to se¬ 
cure legal counsel as well as 
an accountant to better pre¬ 
pare for the battle with the 
residents of Ovett that ap¬ 
pears to lie ahead. 

At the meeting last week, 
homophobia ran rampant, as 
did ideas to drive the women 
off their land. 

Clint Knight, an Ovett res¬ 
ident, said he feared for the 
safety of his 11-year-old 
daughter, according to the 
Hattiesburg American news¬ 
paper. “These people can pick 
up our little girls and take 
them to this place and do 
whatever they want to,” 
Knight said at the meeting. 

Paul Jones of the Southern 
Baptist Convention recom¬ 
mended that the county’s 
Board of Supervisors use 
laws governing unincorporat¬ 
ed land to stop the women’s 
plans; another resident sug¬ 
gested infiltrating the camp 
with men. 

Charles Miller, Jones Coun¬ 
ty administrator, said the 
board of supervisors is not 
involved in the community 
members’ organizing. “Right 
now the board’s position is 
that it’s not really anything of 
their concern,” Miller said. “I 
hope this thing dies down. I 
think they’re making a lot of 
bad feelings on both sides 
that don’t need to be there.” 

The ministers’ association 
next meeting is planned for 
January 4, when they will dis¬ 
cuss further options. 

The Sister Spirit members 
are determined to stay on the 
land, and are hoping to gar¬ 
ner support from local and 
national gay and lesbian orga¬ 


nizations. The National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force sent 
letters last week to Attorney 
General Janet Reno, the Com¬ 
munity Relations Service and 
the FBI requesting immediate 
intervention. According to 
NGLTF executive director 
Peri Jude Radecic, CRS offi¬ 
cials are monitoring the situ¬ 
ation and agreed that it is po¬ 
tentially violent. However, be¬ 
cause sexual orientation is not 
one of the grounds on which 
CRS can get involved be¬ 
tween the two sides, the agen¬ 
cy cannot directly mediate the 
dispute without an order 
from Reno. 

Jones County Sheriff Mau¬ 
rice Hooks said that they 
would “protect them folks 
like we protect anybody else.” 

Henson said they are hope¬ 
ful that the FBI will inter¬ 
vene, but in the meantime 
they have no plans of giving 
in to pressure from the anti¬ 
gay residents. “We live here 
now, and it is our desire to 
reach out into the communi¬ 
ty,” she said. 

The women started 
fundraising four years ago to 
purchase the land and were 
ecstatic when they found the 
farm in Ovett, which was per¬ 
fect for their plans. With sev¬ 
eral buildings, a hill-top site 
overlooking a ravine and a 
price tag of only $60,000, it 
was just right. “The place is 
so beautiful, and it just makes 
me angry, angry, angry,” 
Brenda Henson said. “If we 
were any other minority in 
the world, they wouldn’t have 
had that kind of meeting.” 

The Hensons, both of

whom are working on doctor¬ 
ate degrees in adult educa¬ 
tion, had hoped to open a 
food bank on the new land 
and to operate a literacy pro¬ 
gram for women. “This area 
is so poor,” Henson said, 
“And one-third of Mississippi 
women can’t read and write.” 

Henson said they’re still 
sticking by their plans, but 
she’s afraid of what obstacles 
will be thrown in their way 
by the organizers in town. 
Sister Spirit is up for review 
soon by the IRS after four 
years as a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion, and she thinks the town 
may try to cook up a techni¬ 
cality to “screw them.” 

“This is an open conspira¬ 
cy to deny me my civil 
rights,” Henson said. “We just 
need people to come and 
walk this walk with us.”

British Doctors Make 
Breast Cancer Breakthrough

LONDON — Doctors at 
London’s Royal Marsden 
Hospital have reported excel¬ 
lent results from a pilot study 
into a new breast cancer treat¬ 
ment that uses a portable 
pump to administer chemo¬ 
therapy drugs 24 hours a day. 

The pilot study, to be fol¬ 
lowed by a three-year larger- 
scale trial, “encouraged us to 
believe that using a conven¬ 
tional anti-tumor drug admin¬ 
istered in this new way can 
significantly improve the ef¬ 
fectiveness of treatment,” said 
Dr. Ian Smith, a cancer re¬ 


searcher at the hospital. 

Researchers hope the new 
technique could become a 
standard treatment offered to 
breast cancer patients instead 
of surgery, if future results 
continue to be good. 

“The results we have seen 
so far are quite spectacular,” 
said Val Speechly, a senior 
patient education nurse at the 
Royal Marsden. 

16 percent tumor-free 

Of the 48 women with 
breast tumors who took part 
in the pilot study, 70 percent 
experienced shrinking of tu¬ 
mors, and in 16 percent of the 


cases no tumor was detected 
after treatment. 

Large-scale patient trials 
using the continuous infusion 
chemotherapy technique have 
just started at the Royal Mars¬ 
den. Final confirmation of the 
treatment’s effectiveness is 
expected in five years, once 
the results of the three-year 
trials have been evaluated. 

Assistant researcher Hazel 
Robertshaw said patients us¬ 
ing the new method are mon¬ 
itored closely during treat¬ 
ment, and removed from the 
test and treated by other 
methods if they fail to re¬ 
spond positively. ▼ 
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CDC Sponsors Condom Ads -Finally

For the first time since the 
onset of the AIDS epidemic, 
federal government-sponsored 
television and radio advertise¬ 
ments will focus on latex con¬ 
doms as an effective way to 
prevent the spread of HIV. 
The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention (CDC) is 
about to launch a prevention 
marketing initiative specifical¬ 
ly encouraging sexually active 
people under the age of 25 to 
use condoms. 

One of the TV ads, titled 
“Automatic,” features an ani¬ 
mated condom that hurries 
over to a bed where two peo¬ 
ple are having sex. The mes¬ 
sage is that since condoms are 
not automatic, it is up to peo¬ 
ple to use them correctly ev¬ 
ery time they have sex. The 
light and humorous approach 
of the ad was well received 
by focus groups assembled to 
test the effectiveness of the 
public service announcement 
— or PSA in broadcast lingo. 

Another PSA, “Turned 
Down,” has radio and televi¬ 
sion versions in both Spanish 
and English. Each has a 
young woman asking a young 
man if he has a condom and 
refusing to have sex when he 
says he forgot. The CDC says 
that not only does the PSA 
stress the importance of not 
having sex without a condom, 
it also models refusal skills 
for young women. 

One of the radio spots that 
is part of this new marketing 
initiative, “Microphone,” asks 
listeners to imagine that the 
announcer’s voice is HIV and 
that a condom over the micro¬ 
phone protects the listener 
from being infected with the 
virus. This radio spot is being 
produced in two formats: 
Martin Lawrence from Fox 
Television’s sitcom Martin, is 
featured in the one for urban 
contemporary radio stations 
while the other, intended for 
middle-of-the-road radio sta¬ 
tions, features Tony award¬ 
winning actor Jason Alexan¬ 
der, who plays George on 
NBC’s Seinfeld. 

“Naked,” another radio 
spot, features Anthony Kie- 
dis, lead singer for the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers, talking 
about the different places he’s 
been naked: on stage, on mag¬ 
azine covers, when he was 
born, and when he has sex. 
“But being naked doesn’t 
have to mean being ‘exposed,’ 
Kiedis says, “if you use a con¬ 
dom every time you have 
sex.” 



showed that sex education 
programs actually lead to a 
delay or decrease in sexual 
activity. Ten studies showed 
that education programs in¬ 
creased safer sex practices 
among young people who 
were already sexually active. 

To reinforce the alterna¬ 
tive message of sexual absti¬ 
nence as the most effective 
way to stop HIV, the CDC 
also plans to use two previ¬ 
ously produced TV spots en¬ 
couraging people to delay or 
abstain from sex.

Three different targets 

According to the CDC the 
new ads are designed to en¬ 
courage young people who 
are sexually active but who 
don’t always use latex con¬ 
doms, to use them correctly 
and consistently; those who 
are sexually active but don’t 
use latex condoms or who 
haven’t tried condoms, to try 
them; and those who are sex¬ 
ually active and correctly use 
latex condoms every time, to 
continue the healthy behav¬ 
ior. 

According to the latest 
CDC figures, there are over 
300,000 U.S. AIDS cases, and 
more than one million Amer¬ 
ican are now infected with 
HIV. AIDS is the leading 
cause of death for women in 
the same age group. For 
young people from age 15-24, 
AIDS is the sixth leading 
cause of death. 

The CDC’s decision to 
come out with the condom 
ads was based on numerous 
studies indicating that the 
proper use of latex condoms 
can prevent HIV transmis¬ 
sion, and that promoting con¬ 
dom use does not necessarily 
result in increased sexual ac¬ 
tivity. A World Health Orga¬ 
nization (WHO) review of 19 
sex education programs 
found that there was no evi¬ 
dence that sex education 
leads to earlier or increased 
sexual activity in young peo¬ 
ple. In fact, six studies

Paul “Taj” Tellalian died Thursday, 
October 21, at 
The Hospice at 
Mission Hill. He 
was the son of 
James and Vic¬ 
toria^Tellalian of 
Troy, New York. 
He graduated 
from the Albany 
School of Phar¬ 
macy at Union 
University and 
lived in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C, for several years. He moved to 
Boston in 1972, working at Boston Ly¬ 
ing In Hospital and at Project Place in 
the South End. 

Taj was one of the founders of the 
Fort Hill Faggots for Freedom in 1975. 
Some may recall his speech on Boston 
Lesbian and Gay Pride Day that year 
proclaiming that “every straight man 
must die!” In those days he delighted in 
calling himself the “Black Widow” or 
“One of the Wicked Stepsisters of the 
Gay Community.” 

He moved to San Francisco in 1977 
and worked out of the Postural Integra¬ 
tion Center in the Western Addition. He 
was a patron of such cultural institu¬ 


tions as the Black and Blue and Mr. B’s 
Ballroom. He moved to Los Angeles in 
1984 and became a “Therapist to the 
Stars,” working in the drug and alcohol 
treatment program at Century City 
Hospital. He continued to work in left¬ 
ist politics and spent a year working at 
the Catholic Worker House. 

He was diagnosed with AIDS in 1988. 
He returned to Boston in 1989. He 
taught literacy classes at Waite House 
in Roxbury. For the past severed years, 
he devoted time to developing his 
spiritual and psychic abilities. Centered 
in the Back Bay, his psychic practice 
became noted throughout Eastern 
Massachusetts. 

His friends will remember his lively 
wit, his generous nature, his conviction 
that Comrade Stalin will be rehabil¬ 
itated, and his belief that socialism and 
fashion are natural allies. 

He is survived by his parents; his 
brother Donald of Newton; his business 
partner, Elananne Donovan; and 
Elisha, as well as other friends on both 
coasts. There was a funeral service at 
Saint Cecilia’s Church on Belvedere 
Street in Boston. After cremation, a 
Wiccan service of recommittal to the 
planet was held at Horseneck Beach in 
Dartmouth.

Menwell R. "Manny" Simmons 

Oct. 13,1947 - Nov. 20,1993 

Manny passed away peacefully at 
Pacific Medical Center from cardiac 
failure and cardiomyopathy after a 
three year struggle with HIV-related 
illnesses. His sister, Aurelia, and his 
friend and companion of 17 years, Ed, 
were at his side. 

A native of Willow Grove, Pa., Man¬ 
ny was a three sport star at Abington 
High School and, after graduation, an 
interservice sprint champion while 
serving in the U.S. Army in Southeast 
Asia. He attended Azusa Pacific 
University on an athletic scholarship 
and starred in football, basketball, and 
track, graduating in 1974 with a degree in Psychology and a teaching 
credential. 

Moving to San Francisco, Manny was in the vanguard of the birth 
of openly gay athletic competition. He excelled in softball, basketball 
and volleyball, starring on over a dozen national and city softball cham¬ 
pionship teams for the Pendulum Pirates, the Village, the Ambush 
and Uncle Bert’s Bombers. His explosive speed and quick bat made 
him the top leadoff batter in gay softball history. His performances 
in basketball were equally impressive, including winning a Gold 
Medal at the original Gay Games. Manny’s ball-handling skills and 
18 points also led a gay All-Star basketball team to a thrilling one point 
victory over an All-Star San Francisco Fire Department team before 
an overflow crowd at Kezar Pavilion. Manny was also a star performer 
for the Castro Comets, the first openly gay team to participate in the 
San Francisco City Softball Leagues, successfully competing with the 
best teams in the city. 

Manny loved life, “chit-chat” at the Pendulum or Uncle Bert’s, a 
cocktail, making new friends, arguing with old friends, home cook¬ 
ing, gadgets, the lottery, the Giants, the 49ers (before Joe left), play¬ 
ing to his fans and travel. He leaves behind friends throughout the 
U.S., plus Sweden, Holland, Germany, England, Canada and especial¬ 
ly Australia, where he spent two years. He loved music and wrote his 
own (including lyrics) recording his vocals under the name Manny 
Russell. He occasionally sang at clubs around the city, including 
featured appearances at Bajones and the Boarding House. 

Originally stricken with toxoplasmosis in 1991, Manny rehabilitated 
himself and in September reclaimed his position as a P.E. teacher with 
the S.F.U.S.D. During his rehab period, he earned a Master’s Degree 
in Psychology from Kensington University. Special thanks to 
caregivers Becky, Matthew, Gino, Dario, Herb, Irene, Harry, Dr. Berge, 
Vicky, and Cricket. 

Following cremation, Manny’s ashes are resting at his home in Penn¬ 
sylvania. A celebration of Manny’s life is being planned. Interested 
parties call Ed at 255-3024.

Magic HIV Lawsuit Settled

KALAMAZOO, MICHI¬ 
GAN — Retired basketball 
star Earvin “Magic” Johnson 
has reached an out-of-court 
settlement with a Michigan 
woman who claims the for¬ 
mer Los Angeles Laker in¬ 
fected her with HIV. 

U.S. District Judge Rich¬ 
ard Enslen agreed to dismiss 
the suit upon receiving a stip¬ 
ulation signed by Johnson and 
plaintiff Waymer Moore of 
Lansing, Michigan, that they 
no longer want to pursue the 
case. Details of the settlement 
were not released. 

Lawyers for Johnson and 
Moore did not immediately 
return phone calls. The trial 
was scheduled to begin in 
March but the case has al¬ 
ready generated a few highly 
publicized rulings as Moore’s 
lawyers sought Johnson’s 
medical records, the names of 
women he had slept with be¬ 
tween 1982 and 1990, and the 
names of others who claimed 


Johnson infected them with 
HIV. 

The most recent decision 
was a May 13 decision that 
made Moore’s name public. 
Until then, she had been iden¬ 
tified only as Jane Doe in 
court documents. Johnson had 
also been an anonymous par¬ 
ty until he acknowledged on 
national television that he 
was the defendant in the case. 

Johnson had admitted to a 
single sexual liaison with 
Moore, an old friend, in June 
of 1990. She said in her $2 
million lawsuit, filed October 
30, 1992, that Johnson either 
knew he was infected with 
HIV — or should have been 
aware that he was at risk be¬ 
cause of his promiscuous 
lifestyle. 

Johnson says he did not 
know he was infected with 
HIV until shortly before he 
announced his retirement in 
November 1991. Neither John¬ 
son or Moore has developed 
AIDS.

HI V Urine Test Suggests 
Some People Don't Seroconvert

WASHINGTON - A small 
number of people exposed to 
HIV may be able to fight off 
the infection because of an 
unusual “compartmentalized” 
immune response, researchers 
reported Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 9. 

The report, in the medical 
journal The Lancet, may 
help scientists trying to devel¬ 
op strategies against the virus. 

Researchers studied seven 
people whose urine tests indi¬ 
cated antibodies to HIV but 
whose blood tests were either 
indeterminate or negative for 
HIV antibodies. 

While one of the patients 
apparently had not been ex¬ 
posed to HIV, further study 
indicated the remaining six 
had been exposed, even 
though they had not devel¬ 
oped HIV infection.

“These cases may be 
demonstrating a unique type 
of immunity to [HIV] in that 
they have not seroconverted 
and may not progress to 
AIDS,” said Dr. Howard 
Urnovitz and colleagues in 
their report. 


“We now believe that 
some individuals may be able 
to contain or eliminate the 
virus from their bodies alto¬ 
gether,” Urnovitz, the study’s 
lead author and a scientist at 
Calypte Biomedical of Berke¬ 
ley, California, which devel¬ 
oped the urine test for HIV 
antibodies, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Urnovitz said the findings 
suggest that the human im¬ 
mune system may be com¬ 
partmentalized — that other 
factors, perhaps other infec¬ 
tions, may misdirect the 
body’s immune system de¬ 
fenses trying to fight HIV 

Further study comparing 
urine test results to blood test 
results could help researchers 
developing vaccines and treat¬ 
ments against AIDS, the re¬ 
searchers said. ▼ 


Fight for 'The American Dream' 
Against Bigotry Inspires Ohioans

COLUMBUS - More than 
30 human and civil rights or¬ 
ganizations have banded to¬ 
gether to form the Ohio Civil 
Rights Coalition, designed to 
take an active role effecting 
state legislation and lawsuits 
dealingwith discrimination in 
Ohio. 

Coalition officials say the 
various organizations have 
been working together infor¬ 
mally on several discrimina¬ 
tion issues that have come be¬ 
fore the state’s lawmakers 
and courts. 

“We are working together 
because we believe the Amer¬ 
ican dream includes the 
promise that all people are to 
be treated with dignity, re¬ 
spect and fairness,” said Jerry 
Bunge, project director for 
Citizens for Justice, a coalition 
member group advocating 
equality for lesbian, gay, and 


bisexual Ohioans. “We are 
united in our opposition to 
discrimination in housing, 
employment, credit and finan¬ 
cial transaction, insurance, 
transportation, public accom¬ 
modations, architectural ac¬ 
cessibility, and other sectors 
of public life.” 

The coalition is calling the 
strengthening of state laws 
protecting people from police 
harassment, ending color dis¬ 
crimination in the criminal 
justice system, and giving all 
victims equal opportunities to 
obtain remedies for acts of 
discrimination. 

Mike Smalz of the Ohio 
State Legal Services Associa¬ 
tion said the coalition will 
also seek to improve the fund¬ 
ing, staff training, and work¬ 
load of the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission. 

Smalz said Ohio is recog¬ 
nized nationally for being a 
leader in establishing civil 


rights protections, but now it 
needs to implement such pro¬ 
tections thoroughly. 

“We can have the best civil 
rights laws in the nation, but 
if the state agency that is 
charged to enforce them is 
not properly funded and its 
investigators not properly 
trained, they are completely 
meaningless,” he said. 

Another point of concern 
to the coalition is enhancing 
public access to public 
records. Fred Gittes of the 
Ohio Employment Lawyers 
Association said retaining ac¬ 
cess rights to personnel files 
and government records is 
crucial in protecting the civil 
rights of those challenging the 
system. 

Gittes said the group 
wants to ensure elected offi¬ 
cials do not move to cut the 
period before public records 
can be destroyed and do not 
block legal access. ▼

Christmas Miracles

O nce upon a time I 
was a charter mem¬ 
ber of GRINCH: 
Gays Reacting In¬ 
dignantly to Nauseating 
Christian Holidays. Some hol¬ 
idays are intrinsically gay- 
friendly and some are not. 
Halloween, for example, a 
pre-Christian, pagan festival 
where young people dress up 
in costumes and go out to par¬ 
ty with their peers, has be¬ 
come perhaps the queerest

quasi-religious holiday. Christ¬ 
mas (and to a lesser degree 
Thanksgiving) promotes 
hanging out with your family- 
of-origin, and this by itself is 
probably enough to make it 
hellish for the majority of 
“out” gays, as a trip “home for 
the holidays” often qualifies 
as a Twilight Zone-ish disloca¬ 
tion in time and space back — 
at least partially — into the 
closet. 

Christmas doesn’t offer 
much to gays, unless you 
count all of the fat, jolly pe¬ 
dophiles who get off on being 
shopping-mall Santas for a 
month of the year and having 
young kids sit on their laps — 
and they get paid for it! 
(Speaking of pedophiles, 
Michael Jackson is back in the 
USA and apparently plans to 
spend Christmas on his “Nev- 
erland” ranch with two young 
boys who returned with him 
from Europe. We don’t what 
toys these boys will find un¬ 
der the tree on Christmas 
morning — frankly, we’re 
afraid to even think about it — 
but we’re pretty sure they 
won’t include any Polaroid 
cameras.) Most Christmas tra¬ 
ditions focus on large, “tradi¬ 
tional” and hopefully prosper¬ 
ous families and thus ignore, 
or at least slight, queers. 
What’s a gay couple supposed 
to do with the traditional em¬ 
ployer’s gift of a “bonus” 
turkey intended to feed 12? 

I was lucky in getting min¬ 
imal Christmas indoctrination 
in my youth, as my Jewish-ag- 
nostic family largely ignored 
the whole holiday season. But 
no family is an island, and the 
constantly building barrage of 
holiday “sentiment,” most of 
it Christian and commercial, 
is impossible to avoid. My 
best friend Andy and I used 
to traditionally spend Christ¬ 
mas together at a local Chi¬ 
nese restaurant, the only 
place in the neighborhood not 
playing holiday music. My 
partner would enviously 
trudge down to be with his 


family on Chicago’s South 
Side for their rigidly celebrat¬ 
ed Christmas rituals. Not only 
was it psychological torture, 
but the food was probably 
much worse (their take-out 
fried chicken — if he was 
lucky — vs. our mu-shu pork). 

Now that my spiritual 
identity has settled into a 
pleasantly washed-out neo-pa- 
gan-Jewish observance, “the 
holidays” hardly bother me. I 
put a few ornaments on the 
designated solstice shrub (our 
alternative to the nominally 
Christian tree or the crassly 
commercial Chanukah bush), 
buy some rawhides for the 
dogs, and call it a holiday. I 
avoid retail shopping, chan¬ 
nel-surf past all the holiday 
season sob stories on TV, and 
restrain myself from harass¬ 
ing the Salvation Army bell 
ringers (did you know that 
“Sally Ann” spent millions of 
dollars trying to pass an anti¬ 
gay law in New Zealand? The 
legislation bombed when vot¬ 
ers realized it was being 
pushed by American funda¬ 
mentalist bigots). 

Occasionally I’ll throw a 
latke party. Latkes, the 
traditional Jewish potato pan¬ 
cake consumed to celebrate 
Chanukah, are one of the few 
reasonable holiday foods. 
They’re cheap (nothing’s 
cheaper than potatoes), 
they’re meatless, and they can 
be as high or low in fat as 
you like, depending on 
whether you eat them with 
sour cream (as HIVer calorie- 
packers like me are wont to 
do) or with apple sauce (as the 
cholesterol-conscious and/or 
vegan might prefer). Some¬ 
times we send out solstice 
cards, but rarely before East¬ 
er. 

A closet for eternity 

The tackiest consumer 
item being pitched to the gay 
community for the holidays 
this year is probably the 
“lambda urn.” It is a large, 
granite receptacle for the ash¬ 
es of a cremated loved one, 
cunningly embossed with a 
stylish lambda, that quaintly 
archaic (and largely unrecog¬ 
nizable to mainstreamers) em¬ 
blem of gay pride. The flier 
hawking this sensitive gift as¬ 
serts that “nearly 100 percent 
of homosexuals prefer crema¬ 
tion as their choice of dispos¬ 
al.” 

How, I wonder, did they 
determine that? Did I miss 
another vital public opinion 
research survey? It is true, 
however, that every gay per¬ 
son I know who’s died has 
chosen cremation and that I 
intend to go the same route. 


However, rather than seek 
eternal interment in an over¬ 
sized ashtray, I have asked 
that my ashes be distributed 
in the fruit cup of a Republi¬ 
can $1000-a-plate dinner and 
that this be revealed only 
when the dessert is served. 
Not everyone desires such a 
dramatic departure, I guess, 
and these sedate urns offer a 
closet for eternity. I don’t 
know if they’re really such a 
great holiday gift — they’re 
kind of large and heavy for a 
stocking stuffer — but I as¬ 
sume they have to pitch their 
merchandise when everybody 
else does.

[New Glimpse] out of busi¬ 
ness. Writer/interviewer Jaro- 
slav Mogutin was jailed (for 
one day), and publisher 
Yevgeny Dodolev faces up to 
seven years behind bars. 
Dodolev is now in America 
with his advertising director, 
trying to publicize his case 
and protest a politburo that 
he says is no less homophobic 
and censorious than in earlier 
Soviet days. 

Dodolev, a tall, blond man 
with passionate eyes and de¬ 
meanor, is co-author of The 
Pyramid, a book that ex¬ 
posed ties between the Bresh- 
nev government and the Sovi¬ 
et Mafia, and was also a co¬ 
producer of a highly rated So¬ 
viet television news show. 
With his decidedly critical 
viewpoint of government cor¬ 
ruption, it comes as little sur¬ 
prise that Dodolev would 
eventually end up a govern¬ 
ment target. When he and his 
darkly beautiful advertising 
director, Natalia Razlodova, 
met with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter for an interview, they 
made a striking and remark¬ 
able pair. 

"Always politics" 

Dodolev claims Novy 
Vzgljad commands a reader- 
ship of half a million, and is 
proud of an important distinc¬ 
tion between his newspaper 
and others in Moscow: finan¬ 
cial independence. “All other 
papers are subsidized,” he 
said. “It’s officially known. 
There’s a list of how much 
each newspaper got from the 
government, so it’s still a gov¬ 
ernment mouthpiece.” 

Razlodova explained that 
when financial subsidy comes 
to the typical Russian paper, 
“It’s not always by the state, 
but some financial group” 
with state interests at heart. 
“There’s always politics in¬ 
volved,” she said. 

Novy Vzgljad is now, not 
surprisingly, in financial 
straights. 

Dodolev said that his 
newspaper, known for its sen¬ 
sational covers — including 
one of Lenin’s face grafted 
onto the body of a weight- 
lifter, “is not gay, but we have 
stories about gays, and a lot 
of gays work for us.” One of 
those is Mogutin, the journal¬ 
ist who interviewed Moisiev, 
repeated the dancer’s com¬ 
ments, and got an overnight 
visit to jail for it. 

“In September, I published 
an interview with Moisiev, 
who is openly gay, very fa¬ 
mous,” Dodolev recalled. “It’s 
a very rare case in my coun¬ 
try [to be so outspoken] be¬ 
cause it was against the law 
to be gay. Very rare example 
is this dancer: as I say, an ex¬ 
traordinary guy. He always 
tries to shock public opinion 
with the way he dances, the 
way he dresses. 

“In this interview, Moisiev 
says how he wants as many 
men as possible. ‘Unfortunate¬ 
ly I have so little cock it’s not 
possible,’ he joked.” That 
comment proved to be too 
much for the ministry, as was 
Moisiev’s statement, ‘‘My 
lover told me last night, ‘Hey, 
you have 22-year-old’s body’” 
and his rejoinder, “Are you 
crazy? I got 16-year-old’s!” 

“It was published,” Dodo¬ 
lev told the B.A.R., “and the 
Deputy Prosecutor started the 
case against my paper, me, 
and this journalist. Journalist

was jailed. They started the 
case according to Article 2 
06.2. It means ‘hooliganism.’ 

“They used to use this 
against dissidents, in a way. 
Actually it means if you 
broke some noses or some 
windows or whatever, but 
they said that I abuse my 
readers.” 

"We show the heroes" 

Razlodova defended the 
nature of the candid inter¬ 
view. “We show the heroes of 
the day. They are talking 
about their lives, and here, 
Moisiev’s talking about his life. 
All the people know 
him.” Other papers have in¬ 
terviewed the ballet star, she 
said, but have never men¬ 
tioned his sexuality. 

Dodolev said he prefers to 
“stay away from that policy. I 
let the people say whatever 
they want to say, anyone, and 
I don’t care; right wing, left 
wing, gay, or whatever.” 

When asked about the 
response from other newspa¬ 
pers, Dodolev said, “There 
was some noise in Moscow 
mainstream newspapers, but 
not as big as I expected it to 
be,” he admitted. “I think if it 
was for some political issue, 
it would be bigger. Since it 
was [perceived to be] a gay 
problem, they try to avoid 
coverage, thinking that it’s 
sort of disgusting.” 

From his maverick posi¬ 
tion in the Russian publishing 
world, Dodolev is understand¬ 
ably critical of the Yeltsin 
regime, and the state of af¬ 
fairs in the country. 

“Yeltsin’s democracy is not 
happening,” he said. “My peo¬ 
ple long for dictatorship. Rus¬ 
sians, we are a nation of chil¬ 
dren. We want some father...” 

“Big bad father...” Razlodo¬ 
va added. 


“...to protect us, to punish 
us, to show us what to do, 
what to say. Most Russians 
feel so hopeless. We used to 
live in a zoo, now we live in a 
jungle. We want to be back in 
the zoo. To be fed, small serv¬ 
ings but, you know, guaran¬ 
teed. We have no skill for sur¬ 
vival. Yeltsin has a chance to 
be a real dictator. American 
media doesn’t cover what 
goes on in my country. They 
have declared that Yeltsin is 
the main ally in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope.” He said the rosy pic¬ 
ture and occasional news 
blackouts are part of the 
American media’s ignorance 
and complicity in deluding 
the rest of the world about 
the situation in Russia. 

“They can jail you for 24 
hours for anything in my 
country. I've been in a Soviet 
prison as a dissident. I know 
what prison is.” 

"Pissing in Red Square" 

Dodolev also flatly stated 
that many gays have been ar¬ 
rested and not released. 
“They say that they are just 
ordinary criminals. They say, 
‘He’s a hooligan.’ They don’t 
care about specifics. If I’m

pissing in the middle of Red 
Square, it’s hooliganism. 
Moisiev, they are not after 
him, because he’s famous and 
he has huge connections.” 

He also mentioned the 
“gay lobby around Yeltsin,” a 
small circle of homosexual of¬ 
ficials who “are not out of the

closet. Actually, these guys do 
not like anyone being out. 
The society of political aides, 
you would be amazed.” 

Dodolev has not gone so 
far as to out any of these offi¬ 
cials. “In one of my columns,” 
he said, “I mentioned that one 
of Yeltsin’s advisers used to 
work for KGB, and he is nick¬ 
named Tatiana, which is fe¬ 
male name. ‘Guess why?’ Ac¬ 
tually, people know this guy’s 
gay. I couldn’t say that, be¬ 
cause I couldn’t prove it.” 

Novy Vzgljad continues to 
be published in their absence. 
“They cannot shut it down 
until the court does that,” 
Dodolev said, although he ac¬ 
knowledged that Moscow 
prosecutors said in an inter¬ 
view in the pro-Yeltsin paper 
that sooner or later they 
would shut down “the dirty 
newspaper.” 

Razlodova said that adver¬ 
tisers have begun to shy away 
from buying ads because 
“they aren’t sure that the pa¬ 
per will be printed next 
week.” 

“For us, staying in Ameri¬ 
ca means losing money,” 
Dodolev told the B.A.R., but 
“when I’m back, I will be ar¬ 
rested. 

“My attorney says he will 
close the case. This problem, 
actually, has less to do with 
the gay thing. Actually they 
do not like me because they 
cannot control me. They try 
to show me my place. There 
was a hint that I am gay, but 
they are wrong. I got a lot of 
letters saying ‘well, we know 
that you are gay, but we love 
your newspaper.’” T

no legal meaning — but it 
scares voters. Polls have indi¬ 
cated Coloradans believed 
what was implied in the 
words, that one person will 
gain at the expense of anoth¬ 
er. Anti-gay activists in Col¬ 
orado persuaded voters that 
“militant homosexuals” had 
targeted the state with a mas¬ 
sive and well-funded agenda. 
They argued that gays were 
demanding “protected class 
status” in the law and that 
was a special right. Voters 
were told that meant “quotas 
and minority status.” Amend¬ 
ment Two architects said if 
the “militant agenda” was left 
unchallenged, citizens would 
be forced to hire or rent to 
gays and lesbians, their free 
choice would be lost, and the 
“hard-won gains of African- 
Americans, Hispanics, wom¬ 
en, and the disabled” would 
be shattered. 

Opponents then played on 
the deep-seated fears and ho¬ 
mophobia. Disgusting promo¬ 
tional campaign materials 
were distributed to thousands 
of voters, accusing gays “of 
practicing repellent sexual 
acts and spreading communi¬ 
cable diseases.” 

In Tuesday’s ruling, Bay¬ 
less said that the evidence 
presented in the October trial 
was enough to persuade him 
that there is no “militant gay 
aggression in Colorado which 


endangers the state’s political 
function.” 

Ironically, it may seem as 
if there are more gays in Col¬ 
orado, and more gays with an 
agenda, than ever before. In 
the wake of Amendment 
Two, Colorado lesbians and 
gays have embarked on a 
campaign of “coming out,” 
urging their brothers and sis¬ 
ters to be visible with family, 
friends and co-workers. They 
argue that when society 
comes to know gays and les¬ 
bians, fears will wane and long¬ 
standing myths will disappear. 

Finally, in the October 
court trial, plaintiffs offered 
testimony and asked the court 
to review classification of 
gays, lesbians, and bisexuals, 
as a “suspect class.” Bayless 
said he heard no evidence 
that “homosexuals or bisexu¬ 
als are vulnerable or political¬ 
ly powerless.” Therefore, he 
refused to rule that gays de¬ 
serve protected class status. 
To date no court in the coun¬ 
try has addressed this issue. 

The backers of Amend¬ 
ment Two say their first pri¬ 
ority will be to “safeguard” 
the law. The Colorado Attor¬ 
ney General, Gail Norton, 
plans to appeal the decision 
to Colorado’s high court. Ob¬ 
servers expect it to go all the 
way to the United States 
Supreme Court. ▼

quirky mix, and not too many 
organizations try seasonal 
pitches at the HTVer market. 
One AIDS advocacy group is 
selling Christmas tree orna¬ 
ments with the “red ribbon” 
on them and the slogan: “Mir¬ 
acles Happen.” Smarmy 
enough for you? I’m surprised 
that the lambda urn people 
didn’t think of producing 
their own red-ribbon model 
(though the slogan “Miracles 
Happen” might be less ap¬ 
pealing on a funeral urn). 

These tentative efforts to 
blend Christmas and AIDS 
are amusing but lack convic¬ 
tion. Let’s take the concept 
and go all the way with it: 
red-ribbon-decorated photo¬ 
portrait Christmas tree orna¬ 
ments containing the ashes of 
your dearly departed! We can 
call them “Funeral Balls” or 
“Morbid Ornaments” or “Vis¬ 
iting Angels” or something. 


Now your deceased loveu 
ones can be there with you as 
you celebrate Christmas for 
the rest of your natural life, 
watching you open your pre¬ 
sents (a new anti-viral, a 
portable IV pole with racing 
stripes, a Judy Garland bed- 
pan, maybe one of those 
lambda urns if you have few¬ 
er T-cells than Santa has rein¬ 
deer). 

Each ornament would 
bear the likeness of the dece¬ 
dent (preferably a photo from 
B.D. — Before Diagnosis -— un¬ 
less you really want to harp 
on the morbid aspects of all 
this), the red ribbon of AIDS 
awareness (with or without 
Teddy bear), and perhaps an 
appropriate religious emblem 
(cross or crystal, as preferred) 
or a favorite aphorism of the 
deceased (“So many men, so 
little time,” etc.). Or you could 
use the ashes as “snow” in a 
Christmas scene paperweight. 
Just send a few ounces of ash¬ 


es (you can spare them — even 
the most wasted PWA pro¬ 
duces several pounds worth), 
the photo and the last words 
to our mail-order house (we 
should get a 1-800 number), 
and we’ll express mail you 
your loved one in time for the 
holidays. 

This innovative marketing 
idea will likely conflict with 
the persnickety laws concern¬ 
ing the “proper disposal of re¬ 
mains.” A similar objection 
has been raised concerning 
my own fruit-cup funeral 
plans. But these laws are 
rarely enforced, and perhaps 
some sort of religious exclu¬ 
sion can be worked out to al¬ 
low these unique ornaments. 
With any luck, the practice 
will take off and cross over 
into the mainstream; soon 
people will be “ornamenting” 
their pets and aged parents. 
Soon, mere death will no 
longer be an excuse for miss¬ 
ing Christmas. ▼

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Cartoonist Diane DiMassa Started Character as Therapy 

The Rise of Hothead Paisan 


by Erin Blackwell 

S ome artists won’t go 
near therapy for fear 
they’ll have all the 
creative wrinkles 
ironed out of them. For Di¬ 
ane DiMassa, creator of 
America’s favorite homicidal 
lesbian terrorist, Hothead 
Paisan, therapy was the key 
to channeling her demons cre¬ 
atively. 

DiMassa, 34, had gotten 
into drugs and alcohol early. 
‘About 11 or 12,” she recalls 
in a recent interview, “and 
then it just progressed, just 
like they say it does. It does!’ 
DiMassa made it all the way 
to heroin before having a rev¬ 
elation: “I just knew somehow 
that nothing was ever going 
to change until I stopped all 
this.” 

Stopping the drugs was 
one thing starting the cre¬ 
ative juices was another. Al¬ 
though DiMassa says she’s 
“always” been cartooning, she 
admits she’s also always 
avoided following through 
with projects. “I really cre¬ 
atively murdered myself all 
those years. I was so frustrat¬ 
ed with not being able to let 
it come out, you know. Cause 
I was always so fucked up. So 
it was a huge process for me 
to come back to it.” 

Part of that come-back pro¬ 
cess was finding work in her 
native New Haven. A veteran 
of 60, count ’em, 60 jobs, Di¬ 
Massa finally found stable 
employment with a “huge 
small-press distributor called 
Inland Book Company.” Start¬ 
ing as a receptionist, DiMassa 
later did a strip for the com¬ 
pany catalogue. Today, Inland 
distributes her work. 

DiMassa’s rehab process 
meant getting sober and into 
therapy. “I was dealing with 
the creative block and my 
anger,” she explains. “Perfect 
combination. So the therapist 
said to me, ‘Why don’t you do 
some artwork around your 
anger?’ That’s how Hothead 
started.” 


Dr. Frankenstein 

Since then, Hothead 
Paisan has become a national 
cult hero via the quarterly 
zine published by DiMassa’s 
lover, Stacy Sheehan, and 
their company, Giant Ass 
Publishing. The wild-eyed, 
spikey-haired character is a 
“media-blitzed, over-caffeinat-

ed lesbian,” according to her 
Dr. Frankenstein, who is 
quick to defend the little mon¬ 
ster. “You might think on 
first sight that she’s just vio¬ 
lent or icy, but in fact the rea¬ 
son that she acts the way she 
does is because she’s more 
sensitive than average and 
has a really hard time discov¬ 
ering just how shitty the 
world can be.” 

While DiMassa says that 
Hothead is autobiographical, 
the windmills her cartoon al¬ 
ter-ego does battle with are 
more macro than micro, more 
political than personal, more 
cosmic than psychological. In 
a Marshall McLuhan uni¬ 
verse, Hothead is the global 
village idiot-savant, a lone de¬ 
ranger, armed to the teeth 



and dangerous to rapists, ma¬ 
cho assholes, homophobes, 
racists and anyone else who 
rubs her the wrong way. 

“She just sort of reflects 
what goes on in society in a 
very unabashed, unapologetic 
way,” asserts DiMassa. “She’s 
definitely a reactionary and a 
realist. She has a very acute 
bullshit detector and zero tol¬ 
erance for propaganda. So 
she acts out fantasies most of 
us do in our heads at our per¬ 
ceived injustices.” 

In other words, Hothead 
isn’t the answer to some polit¬ 
ically correct lesbian-feminist 
collective’s dreams. “The vio¬ 
lent things that I draw don’t 
come easily to me,” says Di¬ 
Massa. “It started as therapy 
and that’s why I forced my¬ 
self to draw them: to get 
them the hell out of my guts 
and onto paper where I could 
see them so they wouldn’t be 
these big scary monsters. 
That’s why I do it.” 

At this point, her partner 
speaks up as a character wit¬ 
ness. “When I first saw the 
first few pages that she had 
drawn I was shocked,” Shee¬ 
han recalls. “I was shocked 
because I know who she is. 
She abhors that kind of 
violence. It was so disturbing 
coming from her. I knew it 
was a real tortured-soul exor¬ 
cism sort of thing.” 

Allowing her creative 
demons freedom of expres¬ 


sion has helped DiMassa han¬ 
dle her own anger. “Hothead 
takes the edge off,” she says. 
“Drawing it, and also know¬ 
ing I have this connection 
with all these women out 
there. That was another part 
of my problem: I felt really 
isolated and alone with all 
these huge, huge feelings. 
Now I know I’m not alone, 
which is another part of my 
healing.” 

Child of therapy, Hothead 
Paisan is a healing icon for 
women around the country 
who subscribe to the zine and 
correspond with Giant Ass. 
“The letters are so passionate, 
so sincere,” says Sheehan. 
“We’re often in tears.” 

Emotions aside, Hothead 
means business, and while 


Sheehan still yearns for the 
day when she can stop saying 
she works in a restaurant a 
few nights a week, it’s clear 
that Hothead’s got a brilliant 
future ahead of her. In June, 
she appears in The Nation, 
and next spring, she takes to 
the stage in Theater 
Rhinoceros’s Out of the 
Inkwell. Hothead Paisan: 
Homicidal Lesbian Terrorist, 
(Cleis Press, $12.95), a large- 
format compilation of zines, 
one through nine, plus 20 ex¬ 
clusive pages, is already on 
the stands. ▼

December Delights in the Fillmore

T he neighborhoods of 
San Francisco all 
have their special 
charms, but this 
Christmas season we decided 
to take a stroll around the 
Fillmore, where sidewalk 
cafes and coffeehouses sit side 
by side and small, elegant 
shops give this section of the 
city a decidedly European 
feeling. 

With its flair for the finer 
things in life, the Fillmore 
could have ended up like 
Union Street — a strip filled 
with tourists who pay outra¬ 
geous prices for items that 
only a yuppie could love. 
Spared this ignominy by its 
geographic location (far away 
from Fisherman’s Wharf) and 
the loving care of its citizens 
(who evidently think cleanli¬ 
ness is next to godliness), the 
Fillmore beckons people 
from all over the city to come 
and enjoy. 

The area is easily reached 
on the 24 Divisadero and 22 
Fillmore. But if you take the 
bus, this rider recommends 
you stay on until you get to 
the corner of Fillmore and 
Jackson, so that you can stroll 
leisurely down one side of the 
street and up the other, mak¬ 
ing sure not to miss any treats 
along the way. 

Sad to say the Alta Plaza 
restaurant and PJ’s piano bar, 
both gay-run establishments, 
are no longer in business. 
However, most of the shops 
and restaurants here seem to 
have their fair share of the 
gay community either work¬ 
ing for them or patronizing 
them. 

Caffeine Connoisseurs 

Having a cup of coffee ap¬ 
pears to be in vogue these 
days, at least in the Fillmore, 
a neighborhood that does cof¬ 
fee with style and panache. 
Fillmore denizens are fre¬ 
quently seen lounging around 
Spinelli’s (2455 Fillmore), and 
further down the block, Has 
Beans (great name) and the in¬ 
famous Starbucks (of Seattle 
fame) do a lively business as 
well. 

Any astute observer can 
see that the Mike Furniture 
store at 2142 Fillmore has the 
lock on good-looking gay staff 
in this area. Elegant furnish¬ 
ings, too, of course, that’s 
what the business is all about, 
but believe me, “browsing” in 
this shop takes on a whole 
new meaning! 

The beautiful Tree of 
Hope sits in the window of

Mike Furniture, decorated 
with specially designed orna¬ 
ments that are being sold to 
raise money for Bay Area 
AIDS service providers. This 
is the second year The Design 
Industries Foundation for 
AIDS (DIFFA) has sold orna¬ 
ments from their tree, with 
100 percent of the proceeds 
donated. Volunteers are on 
hand to discuss the project 
and sell the ornaments, which 
range in price from $13 to 
$44. 

Event coordinator Ron 
Marvin says of DIFFA, “We 
raise as much money as we 
possibly can, and then we 
grant it. We have a really 
good reputation for finding a 
lot of the smaller agencies 
that are trying to get started 
that need the funding. We 
have an excellent granting 
process, and it’s really a good 
thing for people who want to 
give in the fight against AIDS 
but don’t know who to give it 
to.” 

Bad Hair Ban 

Wandering further down 
the street, we noticed Main¬ 
line gifts, a sister store to the 
Castro St. shop. Larger in 
scope, it carries those distinc¬ 
tive items for which Mainline 
is so famous. Owner Jim 
Beale looked busy, but took a 
moment to point out some 
hot items for Christmas shop¬ 
pers. An amusing gift is the 
updated devotional candle 
which promises “protection 
from bad hairdressers” — 
something we can all use. 
The Light Doodler is voice- 
sensitive and enables the user 
to doodle with light, a new 


trick for an old pastime. 

To step into the frame 
gallery of Dover-Foxcroft 
Ltd. (2122 Fillmore) is like 
being in old Londontown. 
Filled with exquisite antique 
prints, handmade photo 
frames, decorative accessories 
and jewelry, the store has a 
delightful Edwardian feeling. 
David Shaskan, partner in the 
enterprise, says that owners 
Douglas Kingsley and Daniel 
Montalto have a larger store 
in New York and were 
thrilled to open in the Fill¬ 
more two years ago. 

Cedanna (1925 Fillmore) 
offers items designed for “art¬ 
ful living” and, with its beau¬ 
tiful display of merchandise, 
seems more like a small mu¬ 
seum than an actual store. 
Definitely worth a visit dur¬ 
ing your travels. 

Shopping till you drop 
takes its toll, but never fear, 
there are more than enough 
bars and restaurants along the 
way in the Fillmore to restore 
your spirits and delight your 
palate. Vivande Porta Via 
restaurant and shop (2125 Fill¬ 
more) is especially intriguing, 
and La Mediterranee (2210 
Fillmore), which has a sister 
eatery in the Castro, has 
offered Greek cuisine in the 
Fillmore for the last 14 years. 
Trio Cafe (1830 Fillmore) is a 
great place to lunch and 
somewhat removed from the 
most intense hustle and bus¬ 
tle. The genuine French pas¬ 
try shop on the corner has 
fabulous eclairs.

B ig hair, big voices, 
big theatre, big show. 
Big chorus, big pub¬ 
licity, big deal: this 
weekend the San Francisco 
Gay Men’s Chorus brings its 
big-time annual holiday pro¬ 
duction, Big Hair Holiday, to 
the Center for the Arts The¬ 
ater at Yerba Buena Center. 
There’s a big chance this fi¬ 
nale to the Chorus’s 15th An¬ 
niversary Season will be Big 
Fun. 

Why is it called Big Hair? 
“We’re letting our hair down 
and having fun,” explains 
Artistic Director Stan Hill. 
The chorus has a yearly tradi¬ 
tion of cutting loose for their 
holiday show. This year the 
big numbers include a take¬ 
off on the “Twelve Nights of 
Christmas” in which the cho¬ 
rus will take the audience on 
a musical tour of the “Twelve 
Floors” of Macy’s. Each retail 
department features a new 
surprise, such as choral mem¬ 
bers modelling the latest fash¬ 
ions, couture haute and low. 
We’re talking Calvin Klein 
briefs, we’re talking teddies 
amply cut for full-figured 
gals. Seasonal “big hair drag.” 
Fourth floor, lingerie. 

Who will be there? The 
135-man chorus composed of 
tenacious tenors, bodacious 
baritones, ace basses. Soloist 
Lisa Gray and a 12-piece in¬ 
strumental section. Two en¬ 
sembles culled from the Cho¬ 
rus’s best voices, cutely 
named the Lollipop Guild 
and Nota Bene. Donna Sa¬ 
chet, Miss Gay San Francisco 
1993, will make an appear¬ 
ance. Miss Sachet sings bass. 
And there will also be a 
cameo by someone the press 
release calls “the Jolly Old Elf 
himself.” 

Of course the Chorus will 
be serving up a full compli¬ 
ment of Christmas ditties and 
carol sing-alongs. The senti¬ 
mental favorites, arranged by 
Wayne Love, will come in 
three flavors: An Old-Fash¬ 
ioned Christmas; Christmas is 
for Children; and (this being 
the Gay Men’s Chorus) A 
Broadway/Hollywood Christ¬ 
mas. Will you hear “Let It 
Snow” and “I’ll Be Home for 


Christmas”? Yes, sir! Kitsch 
classic “I Saw Mommy Kiss¬ 
ing Santa Claus”? You betcha. 
The Ur-carol itself, “Jingle 
Bells”? Coming right up. 

The Chorus will also pre¬ 
sent an “original interpreta¬ 
tion” of the “For unto us a 
Child is born” section from 
Handel’s Messiah, featuring 
an entire convent ot nuns 
who have taken a vow of si¬ 
lence. I don’t make these 
things up, I merely repeat 
them. 

Christmas schmaltz like 
“An Old Fashioned Christ¬ 
mas” and “Meet Me in St. 
Louis”! This sounds like a fun 
play list even to me, who is 
probably the least Christ¬ 
massy guy you know. Where 
I grew up we Jews went to 
the movies all day on Xmas, 
something to do. Which 
brings me to the special 
moviehouse appearance of 
the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus’s second offering this 
Xmas season, Home for the 
Holidays. It’s another tradi¬ 
tion by now that the Chorus 
performs at the Castro The¬ 
atre on Christmas Eve. 
They’ll be doing highlights 
from Big Hair Holiday and 
those ever-popular sing-along 
carols, in two shows of holi¬ 
day cheer. 

There’s nothing like a big 
group of men, all singing 
their hearts out. Big Hair 
Holiday will fill the big stage 
at the Center for the Arts 
Theater at Yerba Buena Gar¬ 
dens on Friday and Saturday, 
December 17 and 18, at 8 
p.m., and Sunday, December 
19 at 2 p.m. You can pick up 
tickets at the Theater, 701 
Mission St., or at A Different 
Light Bookstore, 489 Castro 
St., or through BASS (776- 
1999) and Golden Gate Per¬ 
forming Arts Ticket Office 
(863-4472). The Center for the 
Arts number to call for infor¬ 
mation is 978-ARTS. Big 
plans. 

Home for the Holidays 
takes over the venerable Cas¬ 
tro Theater on Friday, De¬ 
cember 24, at 7 p.m. and 9 
p.m.

k.d. lang's 'Even Cowgirls Get the Blues' 

A Cowgirl for Christmas

Searching for that last 
minute stocking stuffer? Pick 
up a copy of k.d. lang’s sound¬ 
track to the long-delayed Gus 
Van Sant film, Even Cow¬ 
girls Get the Blues. You 
won’t be disappointed. 

Just don’t expect Cowgirls 
to contain an album’s worth 
of lang’s Grammy-winning vo¬ 
cals. Serving more as a score 
than a soundtrack to the film, 
only half the songs on Cow¬ 
girls actually feature lang’s 
vocals. The balance is a col¬ 
lection of musical interludes 
and short instrumental pieces 
that were clearly meant to ac¬ 
company Van Sant’s adapta¬ 
tion of the Tom Robbins cult 
novel. Yet, despite the ab¬ 
sence of lang’s voice, this is 
still an enjoyable recording, 
an eclectic hodgepodge of mu¬ 
sical ideas and styles. 

Co-written by lang and 
her longtime collaborator, 
Ben Mink, Cowgirls’ musical 
range leaps back and forth be¬ 
tween the lush pop styles of 
her 1992 breakthrough album, 
Ingenue, to the country roots 
of her earlier work, and a few 
things in between. 

If there is a unifying ele¬ 
ment to Cowgirls it’s lang’s 
consistently keen sense of hu¬

mor. From the strangely com¬ 
ical circus beat of “Kundalini 
Yoga Waltz,” to the spaghetti 
western guitar in “Ride of Bo¬ 
nanza Jellybean,” to the 
Minnie Pearl-inspired “Don’t 



Be a Lemming Polka,” lang’s 
whimsy is in constant evi¬ 
dence. 

When she does really sink 
her teeth into a song, lang 
produces some of her best 
work to date, as in the lush, 
Byrds-influenced, “Curious 
Soul Astray.” And the sound¬ 
track’s big ballad, “Hush 
Sweet Lover,” is a syrupy 
confection reminiscent of the 
best tracks on Ingenue. 

Still, the only song on 
which lang really breaks new 
ground is the soundtrack’s 
first, “Just Keep Me Moving.” 
With its hard-driving back 
beat and accompanying horn 
arrangement, this song pro¬ 
pels lang into hitherto un¬ 
charted territory — it’s as if 
she’s been listening to early 
> ’70s funk bands, Tower of 
Power, etc. 

Most of the soundtrack’s 
incidental music possesses a 
dreamy quality. As you listen 
to these ethereal passages, 
you can almost see Van 
Sant’s trademark shots of 
clouds and sky rushing by. 
Clearly, the film and sound¬ 
track would’ve made a per¬ 
fect match. But then, at times, 
Cowgirls’ music is so eclectic, 
you can understand how 
weird Van Sant’s film must 
be — and why its premiere 
has been delayed. Film prob¬ 
lems notwithstanding, this lat¬ 
est effort from lang is so close 
to perfect that it makes you 
hungry for the singer’s next 
full-fledged effort. ▼

It wasn’t a religious Jewish 
thing; it was an East Coast, 
Jewish cultural thing, one I’d 
forgotten about until I ran 
into Lisa Geduldig, the brains 
behind this upcoming gig. 

I asked Ms. Geduldig how 
she came up with the idea. 
“Last October, I performed in 
Northampton,Massachusetts,” 
she recalled. “It was in a 
Chinese restaurant because 
the man who produces com¬ 
edy in that town just happens 
to produce it in a Chinese 
restaurant. The actually serv¬ 
ed pupu platters while I was 
telling jokes, I figured I’d 
reached the pinnacle of my 
career!” 

“In New York,” she contin¬ 
ued, “Christmas is filled with 
Jews going out to Chinese 
food and then a movie,” she 
explained. “I thought I’d give 
the Bay Area a taste of this.” 

But there’s more than a 
simple cultural transplanta¬ 
tion at work here, Geduldig 
adds. “Even though I’m Jew¬ 
ish, I feel the pressure of this 
Christmas mania. So I’m giv¬ 
ing myself something to do 
that evening; and on Christ¬ 
mas day, I’m going to help 
out with Project Open Hand.” 

Ms. Geduldig will be 
joined on the bill by well¬ 
loved Bay Area queer comics, 
Suzy Berger and Scott Silver- 
man. “We have a token 
straight performer too,” she 
added. Stu Silverstein, win¬ 
ner of the 1993 Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia Kosher Comedy Com¬ 
petition, will perform with 
the others at the Four Seas 
Restaurant. 

•I asked how they settled 
on the venue and Ms. 
Geduldig replied that the 
whole thing was like some-

thing out of a Woody Allen 
movie. “I started making 
phone calls to Chinese restau¬ 
rants,” she said with a chuck¬ 
le, “and quickly realized I 
would have to do this in per¬ 
son. I mean, I’d get as far as 
Jewish Comedy, and there’d 
be nothing on the other end 
of the phone. I kept having to 
explain what Jews are, and 
what stand-up comedy is!” 

The meal itself won’t be 
kosher. “No,” Ms. Geduldig 
replied. “I mean, it’s called 
an evening of ‘kosher come¬ 
dy,’ — which sounds better 
than ‘mishuganah mistletoe’ 
— and it’s true, the comedy 
will be kosher, but the food 
won’t be.” 

So, what can people ex¬ 
pect? “Tacky red plastic 
seats, and an evening chock- 
full of gay and Jewish hu¬ 
mor,” said Ms. Geduldig, grin¬ 
ning. Folks can come for the 
comedy alone, or for the 
deluxe evening treatment: an 
eight-course meal plus the 
comedy! On the menu: egg 
rolls, wonton soup, broccoli 
beef, eggplant with hot fish 


oil, kung-pao chicken, shrimp 
with snow peas, shrimp chow 
mein, and Four Seas’ fried 
rice. The fortune cookies will 
even contain Yiddish 
proverbs (in English). Yow! A 
vegetarian option is available, 
but that requires a reservation 
in advance. 

So, butzie! You say 
you’ve got the holiday blues? 
This Christmas Eve try a lit¬ 
tle chicken won-ton soup and 
four great Jewish comics. It 
couldn’t hurt! ▼

continuing “his exploration 
into the joy of being gay and 
lesbian through photography. 
Bianchi believes his nudes are 
a metaphor for the openness 
and democracy of the gay 
community. . . Bianchi sees 
himself not only as a photog¬ 
rapher, but also as a political 
activist. His photographs chal¬ 
lenge the stereotype of gay 
love as being sick or per¬ 
verse.’’ 

Bianchi also seems to think 
his book might help curb the 
proliferation of AIDS. At 
least that’s the impression 
cast by the intro to Out of 
the Studio, which states: 
“The absence of honest pic¬ 
tures of affection between 
people of the same sex is a lie 
of omission. This lie has left 
homosexuals bereft of visual 
representation of their natural 
feelings, and all of us, gay 
and straight, are diminished 
by having our nakedness and 
tenderness so shared. . . 
These negative judgments 
which deny us our authentic 
selves are toxins of virulent 
power. I have come to see 
AIDS as an immediate and 
poignant consequence of this 
long absorbed hatred. Count¬ 
less generations of gay chil¬ 
dren have been taught that 
they are sick. When they 
manifest physical illness, they 
are told it is God’s will, or the 
operation of an indiscriminate 
virus. If we use either theory 
to deny the poisoning effect 
of prejudice, we risk denying 
ourselves the healing power 
in the other half of this equa¬ 
tion — the search for our true 
selves with love and accep¬ 
tance.” 

Bianchi’s message seems to 
be that real healthfulness, sex¬ 
ual, physical, mental or other, 
starts with real experience, 
even if that experience is the 
kind that would repulse the 
people from Lou Sheldon and 
Jesse Helms. Some have said 
that in the age of AIDS 
Bianchi proffers an insane 
point of view. Real sexual lib¬ 
eration, they would argue, 
can only lead to grief. But, as 
Bianchi puts it, we should all 
just relax and scream, “I love 
myself and Louise Hay.” 

If that sounds crazy, it 
probably is. But then who can 
expect creative people to be 
totally sane. Larry Kramer is 
a misanthrope, David Leavitt 
is insecure about his looks 
and clothing, and Paul Lynde 
wore too many gold chains. 
Nevertheless, the question re¬ 
mains: how is Tom Bianchi 
faring, critically, as an artist? 
Paul Monette has written, in 
one of his less lucid moments, 
that several of Bianchi’s pho¬ 
tographs look like “the be- 
fore-and-after of a sex-fantasy 
scene. But the comradeship 
goes deeper, luxuriating in a 
dialogue of action and repose, 
an alfresco version of Plato’s 
Symposium. . . His solitary 
figures . . . are out at the bor¬ 
ders of self, mapping territo¬ 
ry, following the trail of the 
tribe.” 

Allen Ellenzweig, ac¬ 
claimed author of The Homo¬ 
erotic Photograph delivered 
a less purple, albeit pointed, 
judgement when he said that 
“Tom’s work is decidedly not 
important in the scheme of 
things. His work is sort of 
like genial, but vapid, soft- 
porn fantasy. There is certain¬ 
ly a history, a tradition, of 



capturing young men swim¬ 
ming — Thomas Eakins being 
the prime example. There is 
something here in terms of 
homoerotic reverie, but I 
don’t know to what extent 
Tom Bianchi really intends or 
is conscious of that connec¬ 
tion. 

“The big difference be¬ 
tween his photos and those of 
plain folks with their Kodak 
cameras is that he shows very 
beautiful men. His work is ab¬ 
solutely geared toward his 
gay audience. That’s quite 
clear. In that respect, it’s ma¬ 
nipulative. It’s not about him 
trying to experience some 
truth about homoerotic feel¬ 
ing or trying to present that 
to us. I don’t doubt that he 
probably gets off on all of this 
stuff, but I just don’t think it 
has much real human feeling 
in it.” 


Female Nudes 

But Bianchi seems able to 
handle any criticism that 
comes his way. When B.A.R. 
once asked him the difference 
between his work and Colt 
photos, he knew right away. 

“I would admit to taking is¬ 
sue with some of his images,” 
said Bianchi, “because I be¬ 
lieve that one of the things 
that happened at this point in 
our history is that men lost 
their way. There is this fasci¬ 
nation with hyper-masculinity 
based on the steroided body. 
I’m concerned about people 
who will take a drug which is 
potentially life-threatening for 
the sake of being in this enor¬ 
mous body, as if that is mas¬ 
culinity. It’s like Chinese foot¬ 
binding. It’ll be viewed as a 
very bizarre thing.” 

Surprisingly, what may 
change many critics’ minds 
about Bianchi’s work is a 
book of female nudes, sched¬ 
uled for publication in 1995. 
Opening a box of pho¬ 
tographs during our inter¬ 
view, he displayed several 
beautiful photographs from 
the forthcoming book that 
will, no doubt, make it a hit 
among lesbians and feminists 
for years to come. The pho¬ 
tos, simply put, reveal naked 
women enjoying the company 
of other women. While it’s 
unlikely that these shots will 
rescind any gay-pride ordi¬ 
nances, or cure AIDS and 
breast cancer, they’re sure to 
please a lot of women who 
are hungry for images of 
themselves. ▼

Xmas with the Webers 

Equally deft at skewering 
nostalgia are those zanies 
Fratelli Bologna who’ve once 
again brought their irreverent 
Christmas party, The Weber 
Family Christmas, to San 
Francisco. The cast of this 
show is a hilarious assortment 
of characters: red-nosed and 
red-cheeked Phil, the man 
who “invented the Weber 
grill” but had the idea stolen 
from him; ever-maternal Nao¬ 
mi who spends most of the 
evening nipping at her own 
Christmas spirits; daughter 
Sally Sue, who in spite of be¬ 
ing a brat, accepts a special 
calling by God; and orphaned 
Bradley, played by William 
Hall, who, underneath all that 
nerdy klutziness, is really just 
a cute boy trying to get out! 

The production itself is not 
so much campy or satirical as 
it is madcap. Mostly improv, 
the Webers invite their house- 
guests onto the stage (their 
living room) during intermis¬ 
sion and interact with the au¬ 
dience throughout the show. 
Fratelli Bologna (Richard 
Dupell, John X. Heart and 
William Hall), and their guest 
performer, Stephen Kearin, 
command their world with 
ease. 

Across the Bay in an inti¬ 
mate space at the beautiful 
Berkeley City Club, the Auro¬ 
ra Theatre Company presents 
Holiday Memories, two short 
one-acts based on short sto¬ 
ries by Truman Capote. This 
is snuggle-up-with-a-loved-one 
theater. Seven-year-old Buddy 
(played by adult cutie Yuri 
Lane) lives with his older 
cousins — “three maiden 
ladies and their bachelor 
brother” — duringthe Depres¬ 
sion. Each one-act chronicles 
holiday adventures he has 
with his sexagenarian cousin,

and political pokes. Everyone 
gets trashed in this one: 
Clarence Thomas, Sonny and 
Cher, Oprah Winfrey, and the 
Clintons, even Snow White, 
who goes on a whirlwind 
world tour to find a prince. 

Creator/producer Steve Sil¬ 
ver does not let Christmas in¬ 
trude into this easily adapt¬ 
able show, but saves the hol¬ 
iday spirit for last.

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Heavy Weather 

Her Name Is Barbra 

by Randall Riese; Birch Lane Press. $22.50

A t 600 pages, Randall 
Riese’s new unautho¬ 
rized biography of 
Barbra Streisand, 
Her Name Is Barbra (a 
cringe-inducing title if ever 
there was one), is about as il¬ 
luminating as a doorstop and 
just as exciting. 

Prodigious only in size, 
Riese’s tome is yet another in 
a dull series of Streisand bi¬ 


ographies that have proceed¬ 
ed to spew forth all the same 
old details of Streisand’s life, 
namely, her humble Brooklyn 
beginnings, kooky ascent to 
stardom in Funny Girl and 
subsequent rise to the highest 
heights of fame. Sadly, none 
of these books has illuminat¬ 
ed Streisand herself, mem¬ 
bers of her family or any of 
her close circle of friends. In¬ 
stead, these authors, aspiring 
gossip-mongers all, rely on 



unnamed sources, friends of 
friends and a vast ocean of 
previously published articles 
and television interviews. 
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Riese’s research methods 
cannot be faulted. He has 
painstakingly documented ev¬ 
ery quote here. Yet, despite 
his considerable efforts, he 
only scratches the surface of 
Streisand’s life. Author of pre¬ 
vious celebrity bios on Mari¬ 
lyn Monroe, Bette Davis and 
James Dean, Riese certainly 
gets points for digging up 
people from Streisand’s past 
who’ve never before been ap¬ 
proached. Most notable are 
some of Streisand’s high 
school friends who cheerfully 
destroy the myth that 
Streisand was an ugly-duck- 
ling misfit while attending 
Erasmus Hall High. Instead 
of the lonely, rebellious 
teenager Streisand has paint¬ 
ed herself as, the high school 
chums recall a smart, well- 
dressed friend who knew she 
was a good singer. 

Another heretofore un¬ 
tapped source is Alan Miller, 
Streisand’s first acting coach 
and the first of her many sur¬ 
rogate fathers. Miller provides 
some keen insights into 
Streisand as a know-nothing 
fledgling eager to achieve 
fame and respectability. To 
fill in the remaining 400 
pages, Riese relies on the tes¬ 
timony of make-up assistants, 
lighting technicians, minor co- 
stars and assorted colleagues. 

Ambiguous Portrait 

Author Riese tries hard to 
present a balanced, objective 
view of la Streisand, a vessel 
of tremendous talent and tem¬ 
perament. “Difficult” seems to 
be the word used most to de¬ 
scribe her, whether employed 
for praise or scorn. For every 
tantrum described, though, 
Riese provides a contrasting 
account of Streisand the 
great, coaxing brilliant perfor¬ 
mances out of her Prince of 
Tides cast or showering alms 
upon the world from the con¬ 
tents of her bottomless vaults. 

The result of such 
painstaking objectivity is the 
most ambiguous portrait of 


Streisand yet. Obviously it’s 
simply too soon in the life of 
this constantly evolving 
celebrity to create a definitive 
portrait. 

Riese does do a good job, 
however, of illuminating at 
least a couple aspects of 
Streisand’s life: the role of the 
gay community in helping to 
establish and maintain her 
stardom and her involvement 
in AIDS and the gay rights 
movement. He even goes so 
far as to “out” Streisand’s son, 
Jason Gould. Riese’s sources 
here are as dodgy as any in 
the book, but he quotes one 
“friend of Barbra’s” as saying, 
“I didn’t detect any great in¬ 
terest in things homosexual 
from her until the last few 
years, and I think that must 
stem directly from the fact 
that her son is gay.” 

Major Flaw 

One major flaw of Her 
Name is Riese’s forgoing a 
more direct approach to the 
singer’s work and career in 
favor of framing her life and 
times within the context of 
The Prince of Tides and its 
related psychobabble. 

Taking his cue from the in¬ 
famous 60 Minutes interview 
in which Mike Wallace hit 
Streisand’s inner child hard 
and made her cry, Riese 
delves into the Streisand psy¬ 
che via her 1991 adaptation of 
the Pat Conroy novel. Appar¬ 
ently every choice Streisand 
makes in life stems from her 
father dying when she was an 
infant, her mother ignoring 
her and the emotional abuse 
she suffered at the hands of 
her stepfather. Be it a movie 
role, a new lover, or a politi¬ 
cal cause, all things Streisand 
go back to childhood and, 
thus, are directly related to 
The Prince of Tides, which 
Riese claims was Streisand’s 
psychological and profession¬ 
al apex. It’s clearly not 
enough to hang a life as com¬ 
plex as Streisand’s on, let 
alone a 600-page biography. 
▼ 


Allen's Second Career: 

Snapshot Poetics: A Photographic Memoir of the Beat Era 
by Allen Ginsberg; Chronicle Books, $12.95

I t should come as no sur¬ 
prise that Allen Gins¬ 
berg’s photographic eye 
is no less keen than his 
ear for poetry. This collection 
of “snaps” from his storied 
past contains group and sin¬ 
gle portraits of his many, 
mostly famous, friends. 

Two things stand out: his 
subjects — William S. Bur¬ 
roughs, Jack Kerouac, Grego¬ 
ry Corso, et al. — almost al¬ 
ways look straight into the 
camera, and, despite the wild 
tales we may have heard 
about them, they seem decid¬ 
edly at peace under Gins¬ 
berg’s gaze. People do things 
for the poet they might not 
do for anyone else: Burroughs 
rarely appears in photos with¬ 
out his trademark suit and tie. 
much less without his shirt. 

Each photograph has a 
10—50 word handwritten cap¬ 
tion. These, some introducto¬ 
ry comments by Ginsberg, 
and biographical sketches af¬ 
ter the plates flesh out his 
motivations and relationships 
with his various subjects. The 
poet credits photographer 
Robert Frank with teaching 
him some of the tricks of the 



trade, but along the way Gins¬ 
berg also discovered the “rap¬ 
port” that exists between 
their two principal media. He 
includes William Carlos 
Williams’ poem The Red 
Wheelbarrow and compares 
the strategies of the poet and 
the avant garde photogra¬ 
phers of Williams’ day: “They 
shared a common aesthetic of 
precise observation, and un¬ 
derstood the importance of 
close attention to detail.” 

Even more than precision, 
though, poetry — visual or lit¬ 
erary — requires insight and 
empathy; Snapshot Poetics 
is proof again that Ginsberg is 
gifted with an abundance of 
both.

Melting Point,

V arious sexual prac¬ 
tices, subsumed un¬ 
der the rubric of rad¬ 
ical sex, are under 
renewed attack, predictably 
by the religious right, and by 
righteous folk (some of them 
lesbians and gays who show 
astonishing intolerance to cul¬ 
tural differences) who are 
cuddling between the sheets 
with the likes of Jesse Helms. 

In response, there are de¬ 
fenses of the “perversion” of 
homosexuality by those who 
would like to see queer peo¬ 
ple serve in the military, and 
in other professions, now that 
there may be a “gay” gene 
that gives scientific legitimacy 
to non-heterosexual proclivi¬ 
ties. And, too, there are de¬ 
fenses proffered by those who 
simply want to express their 
particular desires to others 
who might be of similar lean¬ 
ings, or to those who simply 
might be open-minded 
enough to be intrigued. 

The debate begun by anti- 
S/M folk, self-proclaimed ar¬ 
biters of everyone’s sexual 
tastes, is at an impasse that 
surpasses political ideologies. 
In essence, one simply cannot 
explain from where the 
hunger for sadomasochistic 
sexual activity — in whatever

manifestation — arises; it’s 
simply part of the psycho-sex¬ 
ual make-up of certain indi¬ 
viduals. I personally don’t like 
having to justify or defend my 
passions and desires, but, 
judging from my own person¬ 
al experience, I can say that 
S/M is just one of many facets 
of the relationship I share 
with my lover, one dimension 
of an ever-deepening trust, an 
expression of commitment, 
and most importantly, part of 
our mutual pleasure and fun. 

Mental Connections 

That pleasure has been en¬ 
hanced considerably by the 
writing, terrific sense of hu¬ 
mor and absolutely serious 
sensibility of Pat Califia, who 
has returned to her forte, the 
short story, with Melting 
Point, a collection of erotic 
fiction published earlier this 
year. Califia is a mistress (in 
every way) of this form. She 
crosses new thresholds — sur¬ 
passing those of Macho Sluts 
— invades new territory and 
blends genres with convinc¬ 
ing ease. One of these tales, 
“Bounty Hunter,” explores, in 
a manner echoing Doc and 
Fluff, the possible future of 
erotic adventure in the 
SF/fantasy mode, a foray that 
permits an even greater free¬ 
dom of her imagination. 
(Imagination is a key word 
here: it’s critical to be able to 
distinguish between fact and 


fiction, between reality and 
fantasy. Although Califia cap¬ 
tures the truth and provides 
some practical advice about 
many S/M encounters, they 
are stories.) 

In Macho Sluts, the power 
of the pieces lies in the erotic 
jolt of the scenes, the superb 
compression of intense expe¬ 
rience. In Melting Point, Cal¬ 
ifia goes beyond that. She 
turns up the volume, and gets 
into the “headspace” of S/M 
in an attempt to explore its 
spiritual aspects. Califia 
knows how to describe and 
reconcile contradictory feel¬ 
ings and sensations, particu¬ 
larly those that many will not 
admit exist. She also asks 
hard questions, of those 
who’ve survived abuse of var¬ 
ious kinds, and of those 
who’ve discovered critical 
healing and a necessary recla¬ 
mation of power over their 
bodies through S/M. In the 
following passage Califia elo¬ 
quently articulates women’s 
ineluctable desire: 

...she became very aware 
of her cunt. It was pressing 
into the seam of her jeans 
like a cat that leans on your 
leg to let you know it’s break¬ 
fast time. Why, she won¬ 
dered, is there no word in 
English to describe this? I 
can’t exactly say I’ve got a 
hard-on, but I bet this is sort 
of like what it feels like to 
have your dick get hard. I 
don’t know if I want some¬ 
body to suck on my clit or 
fuck me, but I sure don’t feel 
passive or receptive. It’s an 
aggressive kind of feeling, de¬ 
manding, and it’s not all in 
my head either. It’s very 
physical. 

Full Cast of Characters 

Califia’s multi-dimensional 
characters are flesh and blood 
people, lesbians, gay men, bi- 
and heterosexuals. They are 
outlaws and smug guppies, or 
sex workers with stage names 
like Cat, Killer and Crash; 
they are dope addicts, they 
are clean and sober. They 
constantly shift use of pro¬ 
nouns in genderfuck play. A 
Catholic school girl fantasy 
explores the virgin/whore 
dichotomy, epitomizing the 
mainstream’s (be it the 
Catholic Church’s or the mass 
media’s) inability to conceive 
of women in any other terms. 
Califia plays with this notion, 
and, ultimately, transcends it. 
“Fix Me Up” is an unsettling, 
bumpy ride of obsession, the 
“religion” of intravenous ec¬ 
stasy; the very funny “Unsafe 
Sex” is written from the per¬ 
spective of a gay man who is 
jolted out of his assimilation- 
ist, upper middle-class com¬ 
placency when he confronts 
the dangers of a casual en¬ 
counter; in “What Girls Are 
Made Of,” the fictional por¬ 
tion of the book comes full 
circle, as a hot trio of exotic 
dancers takes home a curious 
butch. 

Califia concludes the book 
with “Slipping,” notes on 
AIDS, porn, sex, safe-sex 
practices, obstacles and loss: 

Most of us are doing the 
best we can, trying to scrape 
through this epidemic with as 
much of our libidos and our 
sanity as we can rescue.... Sex 
has always been a high-risk 
activity. I continue to strug¬ 
gle to make it as safe as I pos¬ 
sibly can. But I can’t lie to 
myself and pretend that I

haven’t given something up. 
And sometimes I just can’t 
make myself believe that the 
bargain is worth it. And then 
I slip. When I slip, I do things 
that endanger my life. But I 
also find the hope I need to 
go on compromising, strug¬ 
gling, doing without, and get¬ 
ting by. 

Sex and love give us life — 
and give our lives meaning, 
no matter how we express 
ourselves. That’s what should 
be paramount in times of cri¬ 
sis. And, by the way, in case 
you haven’t noticed, we’re in 
one. ▼

My Fallen Comrade 

It’s tough enough on every¬ 
one dealing with close friends 
and acquaintances who are 
dying of AIDS before your 
very eyes. Often, as we all 
know, it’s just a matter of 
time before the tears will 
flow and your heart will be 
wrenched with grief. Last 
Saturday, while I was in Los 
Angeles, experiencing an in¬ 
tense rainstorm and enduring 
the 49ers’ blunders on TV 
against Atlanta, my misery 
was further strained when I 
received word that my good 


friend, buddy, confidante and 
pal, Mitch Johnson, had 
passed into the beyond after a 
long and painful struggle with 
AIDS. It was eerie that I 
should receive the news of his 
death while watching a foot¬ 
ball game; during my last vis¬ 
it with Mitch, he was in high 
spirits and we were both dish¬ 
ing and laughing while watch¬ 
ing a football game on TV. It 
was the last time I saw him 
alive. 

Mitch, like so many others 
before him, was that deadly 
captivating, handsome, butch,

(Continued from previous page) 
blonde boy with dazzling blue 
eyes, a healthy complexion, 
snow white teeth and a smile 
so sincere, it could knock you 
off your feet. He was the type 
of guy even the most hard¬ 
ened butch types would want 
to know better. 

Mitch was the product of a 
righteous upbringing in the 
healthy confines of Middle- 
America — a small town in 
Iowa. He learned early in life 
the values of hard work, hon¬ 
esty, caring and dedication to 
whatever endeavor he chose 
to pursue. Mitch was always 
the first one to tell it like it is; 
a no-nonsense approach to ev¬ 
ery task and every relation¬ 
ship. One of his few indul¬ 
gences in life was his boat, 
which made him very happy. 
He loved to talk about his 
sailing experiences. 

He could be extremely 
laudable with everyone who 
proved successful in their en¬ 
deavors and was always the 
first one to deliver a searing 
diatribe if you were foolish 
enough to fail at something, 
or not keep a promise you 
made. His every pursuit was 
successful and his gentle de¬ 


meanor and startling good 
looks made you want to help 
him with a project or work 
alongside him to make a dif¬ 
ference.
